My proposed list contains six standing committees, five of which 
are modifications and the sixth, Ways and Means, remains 
unchanged. The Physical Development Committee continues to 
deal with land use issues, and therefore gains acquisition and 
disposition of property and matters pertaining to the Municipal 
Parking System. Public Safety, due to its high priority among 
Councilmembers and its increasing importance in our community, 
is a committee function by itself, gaining the building inspection 
program within its scope. | hope this committee will delve deeper 
into public safety. departments and programs to improve service 
delivery and efficiency while meeting the public’s expressed 
needs. 


The Economic Development Committee keeps its current charge 
and adds a new Long-Range Planning function to develop goal 
and policy direction for the Council and Mayor. Long-range 
financial planning has already been mentioned as a high priority by 
Finance Director Steve Duarte. This committee would rely on staff 
and community resources to help the City government prepare for 
issues of the 21st Century. 


Under General Services, most current functions are retained with 
the exception of the building safety program. The committee gains 
oversight of human services, the Arts, cultural and community- 
wide activities, special events, and leisure time programs, in- 
cluding City recreation offerings. Since program audits are already 
sent to General Services by Council policy, this committee has 
more responsibility for oversight of the Administration.

Dear Commissioners: 


A few weeks ago | was given a copy of a release done by Ingham 
County Commissioner Mark Grebner regarding the election for 
Ingham County Sheriff. After reading his comments | was very 
angry and upset. Angry because he made many derogatory 
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statements about the Lansing Police Department in his attempt to 
discredit the candidacy of Jerry Mills. Angry because he made 
derogatory statements about the Metro Squad in his attempt to 
destroy the candidacy of Gene Wrigglesworth. 


About the Metro Squad, Commissioner Grebner states, “Drug law 
enforcement inevitably involves association with criminals, 
learning to fit in with them, then betraying their trust.” Officers do 
use informants, work undercover, plus other legal means to 
develop their cases, as required by the courts, to obtain con- 
victions. His concern of someone betraying the “trust” of a 
criminal in interesting. 


The Commissioner then stated, “Police who are successful are 
those who do not let the rules get in their way.” It is unclear if Mr. 
Grebner is referring to violations of law or administrative rules and 
regulations. | would suggest that if Mr. Grebner has evidence or 
information of either, that he report it so that proper administrative 
or legal action could be taken. 


Going on, the next statement that upset me was, “Drug squads 
tend to have chronic problems with payoffs and discipline.” Is he 
talking about the Tri-County Metro Squad? If so, whom has he 
given this information about “payoffs” to? Again, Mr. Grebner's 
use of the work “chronic” would indicate that he has information 
regarding continuing and constant violations. It would seem that 
evidence of such blatant behavior should be disclosed so that 
proper action could be taken. 


One more thing about Metro, “Recently, | discovered that the local 
Metro Squad had illegally diverted some $750,000 in cash and 
property seized during arrest.” If there had ever been that kind of 
money and it was illegally diverted, why hasn't he as a County 
Commissioner supplied these details to the proper authority so 
that legal action could be taken? 


The Commissioner, in his attempt to discredit Captain Mills, made 
rash statements about every area of the Lansing Police De- 
partment that the Captain has managed at one time or another. For 
example, he states, “In Lansing each command officer supervises 
an average of only two street officers.” The fact is, each command 
Officer supervises an average of seven street officers. The span of 
control over field officers ranges from a low of 5-1 in the 
Suppression Unit to a high of 12-1 in the Traffic Unit. He made 
other statements about the management and operation of the 
Lansing Police Department and his accuracy is as questionable 
as his veracity is throughout the release. 


In conclusion, let me point out that Commissioner Grebner stated 
that, “from 1960 to 1980 Ingham’s Sheriff was simply corrupt.” He 
also called him a “sleazeball.” About ex-Sheriff Davis he said, “For 
eight years Davis has struggled, in water over his head, to run the 
department.” 


About the candidates for Sheriff in the last election, the Com- 
missioner stated, “As Sheriff he would have a great deal of 
independence and discretion, and | am not comfortable with the 
thought of Wrigglesworth in that role.” (This was the candidate 
from his party.) He criticized Captain Mills for his 
“accomplishments” as a manager with the Metro Squad, the 
Helicopter Unit and the 911 Dispatch Center, the units he claims 
are mismanaged. 


| take exception to Mr. Grebner’s attempts to utilize the cloak of 
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election politics to degrade the men and women dedicated to the 
law enforcement profession. It is fortunate that other elected 
Officials have open minds to assist in the provision of police 
services to the community.

The tragic death of Board of Water and Light line supervisor 
Ronald Ruby on January 24, 1989 should be a cause of concern to 
all greater Lansing citizens. 


| will not go into the details of Ron's death, except to say he was 
involved in a terrible pedestrian-motor vehicle accident while 
working on an assignment on Jolly Road near Hughes Road. Ron 
had worked for the BWL for more than half of his life. He was a 
good, conscientious employee, and a dear friend to many of his 
co-workers. 


Had he been a police officer or fireman, stricken in the line of duty, 
there would have been a military-style honor funeral. Flags would 
have flown at half mast and police officers from throughout the 
region would have attended. The public would have been deeply 
concerned, because a safety officer represents security in our 
society. Ail that is as it should be. 


But Ron was a lineman. 


And so, when Ron and his co-workers hit the streets, they don’t get 
the kind of respect that is properly afforded a safety vehicle. 


Most drivers slow down when they see a police cruiser or fire truck. 
When they see a utility truck, they tell us about the inconvenient 
restriction of traffic, or the crew eating lunch, or the men talking on 
the ground. They fail to realize that our crews eat at the job site to 
reduce unproductive travel time; that our crews talk in order to plan 
the job, and to try to do it safely. 


The electricity, water, and steam services which we provide are 
taken for granted; and we understand that, as reliability is a part of 
Our mission. 


But these services are as vital to the public safety as police and fire 


protection. Security lighting, home alarm systems and hospitals 
depend on our electricity. Our crews keep the streets lit at night, 
and traffic controlled by BWL-serviced signals. Fire control 
depends on the adequacy and reliability of our water service. 


And so, the point of this article is: Please, think of our utility workers 
as safety officers. They deliver the services that are vital to your 
public safety.

“Act”), recognizes that there exists in the State of Michigan the 
continuing need for programs to alleviate and prevent conditions 
of unemployment, to assist and retain local industrial and com- 
mercial enterprises to strengthen and revitalize the economy, to 
encourage and assist the location and expansion of industrial and 
commercial enterprises to more conveniently provide needed ser- 
vices and facilities to the State, the City of Lansing and the 
residents thereof, to promote, the forestry and agricultural sectors 
of the State’s economy, and to encourage the development of 
facilities designed to produce energy from renewable sources; 
and 


WHEREAS, the Act provides a means by which these needs may 
be addressed; and 


WHEREAS, David O'Leary and Janet O'Leary previously notified 
The Economic Development Corporation of the City of Lansing 
(the “Issuer”) of a project that would assist in the alleviation of the

4. This City Council hereby reaffirms its advice and consent to 
the appointment by the Mayor of the City of Lansing of Douglas 
Griffiths and Robert J. Forgrave as additional directors to the 
Board of Directors of the Issuer, pursuant to Section 4 (2) of the 
Act, said persons being representatives of neighborhood 
residents and business interests likely to be affected by the 
Project.

Pursuant to recent legislative changes, salaries and standardiza- 
tion payments for the Judges have been increased. 


Currently, the Judges of this Court are paid a state salary of 
$45,000 and a city supplement amount of $38,500 for a total salary 
of $88,000. The Judicial salary standardization payment during this 
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period is $34,650 per Judge. 


Effective retroactive to January 1, 1989, the Judicial salary stan- 
dardization payment was increased to a sum of $35,862 (3.5% 
increase) per Judge. Please be aware that effective January 1, 
1990, this amount will be increased 3% to $36,938 per Judge. 


Along with the standardization payment increase, the state salary 
portion and city supplement each increased in a like manner of 
3.5% effective January 1, 1989, and 3% effective January 1, 1990, 
as illustrated below:

For the Judges to maintain the supplement level in this current 
fiscal year (retro to 1/1/89) a transfer of funds in the amount of 
$4,041 would be required to the Salary account.

Dear President Blair and Councilmembers: 


The Commission, in making its salary recommendations, consi- 
dered several external and internal factors. One such external 
factor was the salaries of other elected officials in comparable 
communities. The Commission finds the City of Lansing’s com- 
pensation to be far below that of the other comparable munici- 
palities. An internal factor considered was the salaries of the City’s 
Executive Management staff. It was strongly felt that the Chief 
Executive Officer of the City should earn at least as much or more 
than the staff this position directs. The Commission has looked at 
the financial condition of the City for the fiscal year 1989-90, and it 
appears that such a modest increase as recommended by this 
body would not create a financial hardship. Our recommendation 
was also based on the projected inflation rate of 5% for 1989, and 
this recommended increase would be consistent with other nego- 
tiated wage increases within the City’s unions. 


The Compensation Commission, after careful consideration, sub- 
mits the following recommendations: 


RECOMMENDATION I—MAYOR 


The Commission recommends the present salary for the position 
of Mayor, which is $60,661, receive an immediate adjustment of 
$1,500. Itis further recommended that the salary for this position be 
increased 5.5% on October 1, 1989 to $65,580. Finally, a salary 
increase of 5.5% on July 1, 1990 to $69,190. 


RECOMMENDATION II—CITY CLERK 


The Commission recommends that the present salary of the City 
Clerk, which is $40,142, receive an immediate adjustment of 
$1,500. Itis further recommended that the salary for this position be 
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increased 5.5% on October 1, 1989 to $43,932. Finally, a salary 
increase of 5.5% on July |, 1990 to $46,348. 


RECOMMENDATION Iil—CITY COUNCIL 


The Commission recommends that the present salary for mem- 
bers of City Council, which is $10,700, receive an immediate 
adjustment of $1,500. It is further recommended that the salary for 
this position be increased 5.5% on October 1, 1989 to $12,206. 
Finally, a salary increase of 5.5% on July 1, 1990 to $12,877.

(6) “Local bidder” means a bidder whose business is located 
within the City. 

(7) “Person” means individual, partnership, company, corpora- 
tion, or any other business entity. 

(8) “Procurement” means purchasing, renting, leasing or oth- 
erwise acquiring for monetary consideration any supplies, 
services or construction items for the City. 

(9) “Request fororoposais""meansall documents. whether att- 
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achedor incorporated by reference, utilized for soliciting 
proposals. 

(10) “Responsible bidder” or “offeror” means a person who has 
the capability in all respects to perform fully the contract 
requirements and who fits the criteria identified in Section 
206.02(a)(1)H. 

(11) “Responsive bidder” means a person who has submitted a 
bid which conforms in all respects to the requirements set 
forth in the invitation for bids. 

(12) “Services” means the furnishing of labor, time or effort by a 
person, except that the term does not include the furnishing 
of labor, time or efforts by any City employees, whether 
performed pursuant to a collective bargaining agreement or 
not, or appointed or elected officials, or the hiring of outside 
legal counsel, or expert witnesses to assist the law depart- 
ment in legal matters, external auditors, or the utilization of 
monies from the Mayor's or Councilmembers’ community 
promotions accounts. 
“Supplies” means all property, including, but not limited to, 
equipment, materials and printing, but excluding insurance, 
any land or any interest in land or any benefit that is specifi- 
cally provided for in any collective bargaining agreement, or 
the utilization of monies from the Mayor's or Council- 
members’ community promotion accounts. 

(14) “Using agency” means Council or a City department, div- 
ision, agency, Commission, board or other unit of City 
government, but does not include the Board of Water and 
Light, Lansing Housing Commission, Greater Lansing Con- 
vention/Exhibition Hall Authority, Economic Development 
Corporation, and Tax Increment Finance Authority. 

(b) The following items may be paid by a direct payment request 

process as established by the Director: 

1) Advertisements in periodicals; 

2) Payments to arbitrators; 

3) Firms providing deposition and court transcript services; 

) Dues and subscriptions; 

) Medical and veterinary services; 

) Publications and copyrighted materials: 

) Conferences, seminars, classes: 

) Travel expenses; 

) 
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(9) Travel agencies; and 

(10) CDBG rehabilitation contracts. 

3206.02 PURCHASES IN EXCESS OF $10,000; COMPETITIVE 
SEALED BIDS REQUIRED; AUTHORITY OF MAYOR. 

(a) All supplies, service and construction items, except as oth- 
erwise provided below, when the estimated cost thereof equals or 
exceeds ten thousand dollars ($10,000), shall be purchased by 
formal written contract from the lowest AND MOST responsible 
and responsive bidder after notice inviting competitive sealed bids. 

(1) The Director shall provide for the procurementof competitive 
sealed bids as follows: 

A. An invitation for bids describing the requirements of the 
using agency shall be prepared. 

B. The invitation for bids shall be publicized by advertising at 
least once, ina newspaper of general circulation in the City, 
not less than five days preceding the last day set for the 
receipt of competitive bids. In addition, the Director is 
encouraged to place the invitation for bids in any approp- 
riate trade journals, professional publications or other 
appropriate publication, in order to encourage as much 
competition as possible. 
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The newspaper notice required herein shall include a 
general description of the supplies, services or construction 
items to be purchased or sold and in addition shall state 
where bid blanks and specifications may be obtained, the 
date, time and place for the filing and opening of bids, whether 
or not bid, performance or payment bonds are required and, if 
required, the amounts thereof, and anything else the Director 
may feel is necessary. 


. Sealed bids shall also be solicited from all persons who are on 


the most current bidder's list by mailing them a copy of such 
newspaper notice or another notice that will acquaint them 
with the proposed purchase or sale. Invitations for bids sent to 
prospective bidders on the bidder's list shall be limited to 
commodities that are similar in character and ordinarily 
handled by the trade group to which the bid invitations are 
sent. Failure to respond to three consecutive bid invitations 
shall result in removal from the bidders’ list for a period of one 
year. After one year, the potential bidder may reapply to be 
placed upon the bidders list. 


. Bids submitted in response to the invitation for bids shall be 


submitted sealed and, in addition, shall be identified as bids 
on the outside of the envelopes and shall be accompanied by 


affidavits, where applicable, in such form and covering such 


matters as the Director approves, together with any bid secur- 
ity required. 


. Bids shall be opened publicly at the time, place and date 


designated in the invitation for bids. Each bid, together with 
the name of the bidder, shall be recorded and the tabulation of 
all bids received shall be available for public inspection in the 
Finance Department. 


. Aninvitation for bids may be cancelled, or any or all bids or 


proposals may be rejected, in whole or in part, as specified in 
the invitation for bids, when such rejection or cancellation is 
determined by the Directorto be in the best interests of the 
City. 


. The Director shall not knowingly accept the bid of a person 


who is in default in the payment of any taxes, licenses, fees, 
permits or any other moneys due the City or who is in any 
other respects not qualified according to any Federal or State 
law or any Municipal ordinance provision. A contract with a 
person who is subsequently discovered to have been in 
default or disqualified at the time of the awarding of the 
contract shall be voidable. 


. The Director shall determine and recommend in writing to the 


Mayor the name of the lowest and most responsible and 

responsive bidder. In reaching a determination as to who the 

lowest and most responsible bidder is, the Director shall 
consider: 

1. The ability, capacity and skill of the bidder to perform the 
contract or provide the service or supplies required; 

2. Whether or not the bidder can perform the contract or 
provide the service or supplies promptly or within the time 
specified, without delay or interference; 

3. The character, integrity, reputation, judgment, experience 
and efficiency of the bidder in business; 

4. The quality of performance and time of completion by the 
bidder of previous contracts or services: 

5. The previous and existing compliance by the bidder with 
laws and ordinances relating to contract performance: 

6. The sufficiency of the financial resources, equipment and 
personnel resources and ability of the bidder to satisfac- 
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torily perform the contract or provide the service or 
supplies; 

7. The quality, availability and adaptability of the supplies or 
services to the particular use required; 

8. The ability of the bidder to provide future maintenance and 
service for the use of the subject of the contract; and 

9. The number and scope of any additional, limiting or quali- 
fying conditions attached to the bid by the bidder. 

10. Whether the supplies are recyclable, biodegradable, or 

otherwise compatible with environmental concerns. 


The failure of a bidder to promptly supply information in 
connection with an inquiry from the Director with respect to 
any of the provisions enumerated herein may be grounds 
for a determination of nonresponsibility with respect to such 
bidder. 


(2) The Mayor, upon receipt of the Director's written bid 
recommendation, shall have the sole responsibility and the 
authority to award any City contract for supplies, services or 
construction when the contract amount is equal to or 
exceeds ten thousand dollars ($10,000). When the award is 
not given to the lowest bidder, a written statement of the 
reasons for placing the award with a responsible and 
responsive bidder who is not the lowest bidder shall be 
prepared by the Mayor and filed with the City Clerk and 
Council and with the other papers relating to the bid.

206.03 PURCHASES UNDER $10,000; OPEN MARKET PRO-

(1) Quotations shall be solicited under the open market proce- 
dure by one or more of the following methods: 
A. Direct mail request to prospective vendors: 
B. Telephone; 
C. Direct personal contact with prospective vendors. 

(c) The name of each person submitting a quotation and 
the date and amount of each quotation shall be recorded and shall 
be available for inspection in the Finance Department. 


206.04 EMERGENCY PROCUREMENT. 

(a) Whenever there exists an apparent threat to the public 
health, welfare or safety of the City or its residents, the Mayor may 
authorize the Director to award a contract without competitive 
sealed bids by utilizing open market procedures as set forth in 
Section 206.03 or such other competition procedure as may be 
practical under the circumstances for the emergency purchase of 
Supplies, services or construction items. 

(b) The emergency purchase shall be made at the lowest obtai-

206.05 SOLE SOURCE PROCUREMENT. 

(a) Acontract for supplies, services or construction items may 
be awarded by the Mayor or director, whichever is applicable, 
without competitive sealed bids when the Director determines, 
after conducting a good faith review of available sources, that there 
is only one source for supplying the requested supply, service or 
construction item. The Director, along with a representative from 
the requesting using agency, shall conduct negotiations as 
appropriate. The written documentation shall be available for pub- 
lic inspection in the Finance Department. 

(b) The sole source procurement shall be made at the lowest 
obtainable price and the Mayor shall file a quarterly report with the 
City Clerk and Council identifying the number of sole source pro- 
curement contracts equal to or in excess of ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) awarded by the City, the name of the firms involved and 
the prices the contracts were awarded for. 


206.06 PURCHASE OF EXPERIMENTAL SUPPLIES. 

The Mayor may award a contract equal to or exceeding ten thou- 
sand dollars ($10,000), and the Director or the Mayor may award a 
contract of less than ten thousand dollars ($10,000), under the 
open market procedure set forth in Section 206.03, when such 
contract is for the purchasing of supplies for testing and experi- 
ment upon the written request of a using agency and the approval 
of the Director. 


206.07 COMPETITIVE SEALED PROPOSALS. 

(a) Whenever the use of competitive sealed bidding is not prac- 
tical or advantageous to the City, a contract equal to or in excess of 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000) may be awarded by the Mayor by 
the use of competitive sealed proposals, as follows: 

(1) A list of qualified persons shall be obtained by the Director 
when a using agency desires to contract for a particular 
service, supply or construction item, by publishing a request 
for a statement of qualifications. Public notice of the request 
for a statement of qualifications shall be given in the same 
manner provided for in Section 206.02(a)(1)B., provided that 
the minimum time shall be extended to ten days. 

(2) The request for a statement of qualifications shall identify the 
evaluation factors to be considered by the using agency and 
the Director in determining which persons are the most 
qualified. 

(3) The Director and the using agency shall submit a request for 
proposals to at least three persons, whenever possible, who 
are on the list of qualified persons and who are deemed by the 
Director and the using agency to be the most qualified to 
provide the required services, supplies or construction items. 

(4) The Director and the using agency shail commence negotiat- 
ing a contract with the offeror deemed by the using agency 
and the Director to be the most qualified person on the list of 
qualified persons. 

(5) If compensation, contract requirements and contract docu- 
ments can be agreed upon with the most qualified offeror, the 
using agency and the Director shall recommend to the Mayor 
that the contract be awarded by the Mayor to such person. If 
the Director and the using agency are unable to negotiate a 
Satisfactory contract with the person considered to be most 
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qualified, then negotiations with such person shall be formally 
terminated. The Director and the using agency shall then 
undertake negotiations with the second most qualified per- 
son. Failing accord with the second most qualified person, the 
Director and the using agency shall formally terminate nego- 
tiations. The Director and the using agency shall then under- 
take negotiations with the third most qualified person. If the 
Director and the using agency are unable to negotiate a 
contract with any of the selected persons, the Director and 
the using agency shall have the option of resubmitting a 
request for statements of qualifications or of selecting addi- 
tional persons on the list of qualified persons in the order of 
their qualifications. The Director and the using agency shall 
continue negotiations in accordance with this section until an 
agreement is reached. 

(6) No proposals shail be handled so as to permit disclosure of 
the identity of any offeror or the contents of any proposal to 
competing offerors during the process of negotiations by the 
Director or the requesting using agency. Offerors shall be 
accorded fair and equal treatment with respect to any oppor- 
tunity for discussion and revision of proposals and such revi- 
sions may be permitted after submissions and prior to the 
award for obtaining best and final offers. In conducting dis- 
cussions, there shall be no disclosure of the identity of com- 
peting offerors or of any information derived from the propos- 
als submitted by competing offerors. 

(b) Whenever the procurement of services by competitive 
sealed bidding is determined by the Director to be not practical or 
advantageous to the City and it appears to be an item to be utilized 
by the City on a repetitive basis, the Director, with the assistance of 
the using agency, shall actively solicit, by public notice, as pro- 
vided in Section 206.02(a)(1)B., qualified persons to submit an 
annual statement of qualifications. The list of qualified persons 
shall remain on file in the Finance Department and if the person 
being requested to submit a bid fails to submit a response to three 
(3) consecutive projects, the person shall be removed from the list 
of qualified persons. The person, after one (1) year, may be placed 
on the bidders list if the person reapplies and 's determined 
qualified. 

(c) Whenever in Section 206.07 the Finance Department is also 
the department which will use the particular service, supply or 
construction item, the City Attorney's office shall be considered as 
the using agency for the purposes of the procedure set out in 
Section 206.07. 

(1) Persons shail be able to submit and/or amend their annual 
statement of qualifications at any time. 

(2) Whenever a using agency needs to enter into a contract 
which qualifies under this subsection, the using agency and 
the Director shall determine, from the annual list of qualified 
persons, at least five persons, whenever possible, who are 
qualified to submit requests for proposals, and upon receipt of 
the person's written proposal, the using agency and the 
Director shall begin negotiations with the person deemed to 
be most qualified. If negotiations are successful, the Mayor or 
the Director shall award the contract. Ifthe Director and using 
agency fail to reach an agreement with the person deemed to 
be most qualified, the Director and the using agency shall 
formally terminate negotiations and proceed under the pro- 
cedures set forth in paragraph (a)(5) hereof until successful 
negotiations are concluded or the using agency and the 
Director decide to terminate all negotiations.

206.08 CANCELLATION OF INVITATIONS FOR BIDS OR RE- 

QUESTS FOR PROPOSALS. 
An invitation for bids, a request for proposals or other solicitation 
may be cancelled, or any or all bids or proposals may be rejected in 
whole or in part, as may be specified in the solicitation, when it is for 
good cause and in the best interests of the City. The reasons shall 
be made part of the contract file and shall be available for inspec- 
tion in the Finance Department. Notice of cancellation shall be sent 
to all businesses from which bids were solicited. 

206.10 BID SECURITY. 

(a) Bid security shall be required for all competitive sealed 
bidding for construction contracts when the cost is estimated to 
equal or exceed thirty thousand dollars ($30,000). Bid security 
Shall be a bond provided by a surety company authorized to do 
business in the State, or the equivalent in cash, or otherwise 
supplied in a form satisfactory to the City. Nothing contained herein 
shall prevent the requirement of such security on any contract 
under thirty thousand dollars ($30,000), when, in the determination 
of the Director, circumstances warrant bid security. 

(b) Bid security shall be in an amount equal to, but not less than, 
five percent of the amount of the bid. 

(c) When the invitation for bids requires bid security, noncom- 
pliance requires that the bid be rejected, unless it is determined 
that the bid fails to comply in a nonsubstantial manner with bid 
security requirements. 


206.11 PERFORMANCE AND PAYMENT BONDS. 

(a) When a construction contract is awarded, the cost of which 
is equal to or in excess of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000), the 
following bonds shall be delivered to the City at or before the 
signing of the contract by the Mayor: 

(1, Aperformance bond, satisfactory to the City and executed by 
a surety company authorized to do business in the State, or 
otherwise secured in a manner satisfactory to the City, in an 
amount equal to 100 percent of the price specified in the 
contract; 

(2) A payment bond, satisfactory to the City and executed by a 
surety authorized to do business in the State, or otherwise 
secured ina manner satisfactory to the City, for the protection 
of all persons supplying labor and materials to the contractor 
or its subcontractors for the performance of the work pro- 
vided for in the contract. The bond shall be in an amount equal 
to 100 percent of the price specified in the contract. 

(b) Nothing contained herein shall be construed to limit the 
authority of the Director to require a performance bond, payment 
bond or other security, in addition to the bonds required in subsec- 
tion (a) hereof, in circumstances other than those specified in 
subsection (a) hereof. 


206.12 CERTIFICATION OF CITY EXPENDITURES; APPRO- 
VAL AS TO FORM BY CITY ATTORNEY. 

(a) No contract for the purchase of services, supplies or con- 
struction items shall be entered into, with the exception of emer- 
gency purchases under Section 206.04, unless there is certifica- 
tion by the Finance Department that there is a sufficient unen- 
cumbered balance in the allotment or appropriation against which 
the charge for the purchase is to be made and the City Attorney's 
office has approved the contract, bonds and insurance, if applica- 
ble, as to form. 

(b) Failure to comply with subsection (a) hereof shall render the 
contract voidable. 
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206.13 SALE OR DISPOSAL OF OBSOLETE OR SURPLUS 
SUPPLIES. 

(a) All using agencies shall submit to the Director reports show- 
ing stocks of all supplies which, in the using agency's opinion, are 
no longer used or which have become obsolete or worn and 
unsuitable for City use. 

(b) The Director, under written guidelines established and 
approved by the Mayor, shall have the authority to transfer surplus 
stock designated in the using agency's reports to other using 
agencies, sO as to secure for the City maximum efficiency in 
utilizing City resources and in budgetary planning. 

(c) Sales or disposal of obsolete supplies or supplies worn out 
and unsuitable for City use shall be made to the highest responsi- 
ble and responsive bidder in conformity with the procedures set 
forth in Section 206.02, by trade-in for new equipment, by direct 
sale to other governmental entities or by public auction, whichever 
the Director deems applicable. 


206.14 COOPERATIVE PURCHASING; STATE OF MICHIGAN 

ENVIRONMENTAL GRANTS; DIRECT NEGOTIATION. 
The City shall have the authority to join with other units of govern- 
ment including the state of Michigan in cooperative purchasing 
plans. Regardless of any other procedure in this Chapter, the City 
may negotiate directly and contract directly with persons when 
participating in State of Michigan environmental programs or pro- 
jects provided the Director determines that the best interests of the 
City would be served thereby. 

206.15 GIFTS AND REBATES PROHIBITED; PENALTY. 

(a) The Director and every employee of the Accounting Division 
involved in the purchasing function are prohibited from soliciting, 
demanding, accepting or agreeing to accept, directly or indirectly, 
from any person to whom a contract might be awarded or is 
awarded, any gift, offer of employment, rebate, money or anything 
of material value whatsoever, except where given for the use and 
benefit of the City. 

(b) A violation of Subsection (a) hereof shall, upon conviction, 
be subject to the penalty provided in Section 202.99. 


206.16 PREFERENCE FOR LOCAL BIDDERS OR OFFERORS: 
ENVIRONMENTAL CONSIDERATION. 
lf the lowest and most responsible and responsive bids received 
are for the same amount or unit price and all the criteria enumer- 
ated in Section 206:02(a)(1)H. 1. through 10. are equal, or if the 
using agency and the Director concur that two firms, one of which 
is a local firm, are equally qualified in all relevant aspects, then the 
contract shall be awarded to a local bidder or offeror. 


206.17 UNAUTHORIZED PURCHASES. 
Except as otherwise provided in this chapter, no City officer, 
employee or official shall order or enter into the purchase of supp- 
lies, services or construction items other than through the Director 
and according to the procedure specified in this Chapter. Any 
purchase or contract made contrary to the provisions of this chap- 
ter shall not be approved by City officials and the City shall not be 
bound thereby. 

206.19 POSTING OF PREVAILING WAGE RATES. 
The Human Relations Department shall be responsible for the 
posting of prevailing wage rates at the time contracts, agreements 
and other arrangements, stipulating the performance of services 
for and on behalf of the City, are advertised for bid. 
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206.20 NONDISCRIMINATION CLAUSE IN CITY CON- 
TRACTS. 
All contracting agencies of the City, or any department thereof, 
shall include in all contracts hereafter negotiated or renegotiated 
by them, for and on behalf of the City, a provision obligating the 
contractor or employer not to discriminate against any qualified 
employee or qualified applicant for employment with respect to 
hire, terms, conditions or privileges of employment, or a matter 
directly or indirectly related to employment, because of age, race, 
color, religion, national origin, sex, height, weight, handicap, marital 
Status or political orientation, and shall require such contractor or 
employer to include a similar provision in all subcontracts. 

Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent 
with the provisions hereof are hereby repealed.

Seven weeks ago tonight | pledged that we would leave the child- 
ren of Lansing with a safe and clean environment. Tonight! ask that 
you help me meet that pledge by approving a resolution to support 
this City’s application for, and commitment to, designation by the 
State as a Clean Michigan Community. 


The Clean Michigan Community program, under the auspices of 
the Department of Natural Resources, allows for the designation of 
six communities as Clean Michigan Communities. The purpose of 
the program is to build acceptance of recycling, composting or 
both as community waste management options. 
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Those communities selected will benefit first from the expertise of 
a consultant who will study and make recommendations for the 
implementation of a community-wide solid waste management 
program. Following the consultant's recommendations, Clean 
Michigan Communities will receive direct grants for capital expen- 
ditures necessary to follow the expert recommendations of the 
consultant. 


Right now, all of our solid waste goes to one of the two Granger 
landfills serving the Tri-County area. If we continue to dispose of 
our waste at the current rate, these two facilities will serve us no 
more than 16 years; then what will we do? 


| suppose we could leave the problem of waste management to the 
community leaders of the year 2005—let them grapple with the 
problem when the landfills are used up. But I'm not willing to do that, 
and | don’t think any of you are either. 


This community has already demonstrated its commitment to 
responsible action by supporting the first environmental cleanup 
proposal in the State—the $15 million environmental bond prop- 
osal that passed last August. Our citizens also know there is no 
quick fix solution to the problem of solid waste management. In a 
recent survey conducted on behalf of Granger, more than 90% of 
the citizens polled said they would be willing to participate in a 
recycling program if they could place items at the curb. In this 
same survey, less than 20% of the citizens polled believe that 
landfilling solid wastes will be economical. 


It is time we work cooperatively and aggressively with the South 
Central Neighborhood Organization and other neighborhoods 
across the City who are working in tandem with the Recyclers of 
Ingham, Eaton and Clinton Counties. Let us make an active com- 
mitment to protect and preserve our environment, linking that 
commitment with the resources—both financial and experiential 
available within state government. Let us make Lansing again the 
Community that cares by creating a municipal showcase for the 
rest of the state and the nation. 


Frankly, on a more personal note, | am no longer willing to take a 
backseat to other communities in this state on the issue of waste 
management. We are just as committed a community and just as 
responsible a community. It is time we showed that commitment.

ECONOMIC OUTLOOK 


The economic outlook for Lansing, and for Michigan, is more 
constrained than that of the nation as a whole. While we have made 
great strides toward diversifying our economic base, we are still 
heavily influenced by the fortunes of the auto sector. Lansing can 
expect a generally stable local economy after experiencing 
pockets of down turns due to higher interest rates in the past year. 


The Finance Director has projected a slight increase of 2% in 
overall revenues from the current year's revised estimates. This 
does not leave room for expansion to our costs and will require that 
we continue to work diligently to contain costs, become more 
efficient and prioritize our wants and needs. 


This economic outlook does not, however, necessitate undesira- 
ble reductions in our vital services. We have turned the corner in 
controlling our economic situation rather than being uncontrollably 
buffeted by the cyclical swings that have plagued our State and 
local economies. With care and prudent decisions, we can sustain 
our economic stability and provide the services our citizens need 
and deserve. 
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BUDGET AND TAX RATE 


My proposed General Fund budget of $71,717,631 includes 
70,002,831 for operations, $1,114,800 for capital improvements 
and $600,000 for contingencies. To support this budget, | am 
proposing continuation of the current property tax levy of 13.40 
mils for operations. Additionally, 2.0 mils for previously approved 
debt service will be levied to support the improvements to our 
streets, sidewalks, the zoo and our environmental clean-up efforts! 


This budget reflects my continued efforts to control costs, to utilize 
technology rather than adding permanent staff to sustain our ser- 
vices and to address the challenges that environmental issues 
create for cities such as Lansing. | am proposing holding the line on 
staffing and in fact am proposing only one new position in the entire 
budget—a new police officer to walk the beat in the Cherry Hil 
neighborhood, around the bus station and the YMCA. 


POLICY PROPOSALS 
My budget fulfills the policy proposals made for the upcoming year. 


-To identify and remedy environmental pollution or hazardous 
material problems in our City. 


-Tolimit labor intensive services by making greater use of automa- 
tion and technology. 


-To maintain the strong financial position of the City by keeping at 
least $1.5 million in our Rainy Day Fund. 


-To initiate action to provide funding of long term contractually 
committed health care costs for our retirees. 


-To develop recycling programs to help preserve material re- 
sources. 


|'d like to speak briefly about the last policy. | am proposing that the 
City continue its current “orange bag” system during the upcoming 
year with a 5 cent per bag increase to sustain the service while we 
complete a plan to go to a comprehensive solid waste/recycling 
program. The State of Michigan is working with us in considering a 
grant that would enable the City to move away from our current 
orange bag system and bulk stickers and allow us to have a 
comprehensive, privately operated program that would make this 
vital service more accessible to our residents and more conve- 
nient to use. The tie to a major recycling effort will help to preserve 
material resources and let us as a community, live in a cleaner 
more ecologically sound community. 


My budget also proposes a new policy to require that any property 
acquired by the City be evaluated and tested for contaminants 
prior to acquisition. This policy is, | believe, critical to insuring that 
the citizens are not forced to pay for clean up at public expense that 
should rightfully be borne by the property owners. 


CHALLENGES AND ISSUES FOR THE FUTURE 


Our future in Lansing is bright and our community is strong. To 
achieve that bright future, we still have to continue our efforts to 
address the challenges and issues of the 1990's. A major chal- 
lenge is to address the environmental issues of solid waste, recy- 
cling and wastewater treatment. We will be changing and improv- 
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ing our service delivery systems. Some of these changes, plus the 
improvements already made, are still being paid for as we use 
them. Our wastewater rates, per the Public Service Director, will 
require continuing increases above the level he originally antici- 
pated. We are complying with not only the laws, we are protecting 
the livability of our environment for the future. We are protecting our 
river and water supply and assuring a safe, clean water supply for 
ourselves and our children and grandchildren. 


We must work together with our citizens, our law enforcement 
agencies, our Courts and other units of government to improve the 
overall criminal justice delivery system. We have to resolve the 
question regarding responsibility and accountability that allow 
criminals to evade jail time and tie up our police and courts. | intend 
to make this a major goal of the upcoming year. | know we can 
improve the effectiveness and contain the costs of this vital area if 
we work together. 


CONCLUSION 


My proposed budget reflects the strong, vibrant, forward looking 
approach | have been striving toward. | know you share this com- 
mitment with me and | seek your cooperation in working with me to 
keep Lansing strong and help achieve our full potential as a leading 
capital city.

The Police and Fire Retirement Board has requested that | forward 
a recommendation to allow members of that system to purchase, 
at their sole expense, service credits earned while in the employ of 
the City buta member of the Employees’ Retirement System. | have 
attached a recommendedprocess for facilitating this request for 
your review and action. 


While the proposed purchase of service credits is to be at the sole 
expense of the employee, | feel that | must outline the same 
concerns that | raised when the board made their decision to 
proceed with this recommendation. The purchase of prior service 
credits recently permitted in the Employees’ Retirement System 
was part of the early retirement option which was collectively 
bargained with the Teamsters. As part of that bargaining process, 
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the Teamsters agreed that employees, hired into their bargaining 
unit after May 1, 1988, would assume financial responsibility for all 
increases in health care premiums greater than 5% per annum. 
The purchase of service credits outlined above dealt with City 
service within the same system and not with the transferring of 
service credits from one system to another. The subject of pur- 
chasing service credits for any “governmental service” was dis- 
cussed as part of the collective bargaining process with the FOP 
non-supervisory unit. The City’s negotiating team rejected the 
union’s demand and finally negotiated the purchase of military 
service credit only. This was subsequently ratified by both the 
Union and the City. Finally, the City’s Employees’ Retirement Ordi- 
nance prevents retired police and fire personnel from belonging to 
the system if they are receiving a retirement allowance from the 
Police and Fire Retirement System. Due to this restriction, retired 
officers would be treated different than current officers.

The Lansing City Council has gone on record with its intent to 
provide a suitable memorial to the life and work Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. within the City of Lansing, to serve as a constant reminder 
of the ideals that Dr. King stood for, and the accomplishments of a 
man whose example and leadership changed the history of a 
nation. Council has also set aside monies in a special account as 
seed money for this effort. 


Clearly, a fitting tribute to Dr. King would need to be in a highly 
visible location that would provide all of our citizens with an oppor- 
tunity to remember Dr. King and share in his teachings. We would 
like to take this opportunity to suggest that the Committee which 
has been established to study this issue consider the following 
proposal. 


Lansing's Riverfront Park has, over the years, become a place 
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where the people of Lansing come together to share in important 
events and occasions, and is developing as an important gathering 
place for visitors to our Capital City. We propose that Riverfront 
Park be renamed “DR. MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR. RIVERFRONT 
PARK”, and that the following specific recommendations be con- 
sidered as well: 


1 The City would commission a bronze bust of Dr. King to be 
placed in a prominent location in the park. The presentation 
would include a bronze plaque with the famous “I Have A 
Dream” speech. 


1 Locations along the Rivertrail be established for additional 
bronze plaques which would describe important events in Dr. 
King's life (such as being honored with the Nobel Prize for 
Peace) 


1 Appropriate signage would be developed for the Park and any 
directional signs leading to the Park. 


1 Activities would be planned to celebrate and commemorate 
the dedication of the Park in Dr. King’s name. 


We encourage the Committee to give serious consideration to this 
proposal, which we feel will make an appropriate tribute to the life 
and work of Dr. King and bring our community together to honor his 
memory.

STATEMENT OF CONSCIENCE 


The four of us, Lou Adado, Lucile Belen, Pat Lindemann, and 
Alfreda Schmidt have from the beginning of this controversy 
wanted only to act in the best interests of the Lansing community 
and ina true spirit of dedication to the memory of Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. 


With those interests at heart we have felt from the first, as we 
expressed in informal conversations, that the most meaningful 
tribute would be to change the name of Grand Avenue to Martin 
Luther King Avenue, together with naming Riverfront Park in honor 
of Dr. King and placing a bust of him in the park setting. Our feelings 
remain exactly the same today. Grand Avenue is highly approp- 
riate because it passes in front of the new Civil Service Building, the 
new Radisson Hotel, Lansing Community College and also affords 
a Clear view of the State Capitol before passing the length of 
Riverfront Park, the keystone of the dedication. 


At this juncture we believe the main concern is to prevent further 
polarization of the community and promote harmony. For that 
reason we voted tonight for the dual designation of Logan Street as 
an alternative to our earlier proposal. We will support the place- 
ment of Martin Luther King Boulevard signs at the designated 
locations. It is understood the official city records will keep the 
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Logan Street designation unless the use of Martin Luther King 
Boulevard to designate individual locations is a perrogative of the 
individual property owners facing Logan Street. 


We feel we must restate that in our view redesignating Grand 
Avenue and Riverfront Park along with a bust of Dr. King would be a 
far more fitting Tribute. The experiences in Benton Harbor and Port 
Huron where similar dual designations were utilized indicated the 
overwhelming preference for retaining a street's historical name. In 
our community the R.E. Olds Freeway is generally recognized and 
referred to simply as 496. 


The action taken tonight is a valid compromise based on the 
various proposals considered by the Council to honor Dr. King.

ORDINANCE NO. 799 

An ordinance of the City of Lansing, Michigan to amend Chapter 
822 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of Lansing by amending 
Sections 822.02, 822.03, 822.04, 822.05, and 822.11 to exempt

The City of Lansing ordains: 
Section1. That Sections 822.02, 822.03, 822.04, and 822.05 are 


amended to read as follows: 


822.02 DEFINITIONS. 
As used in this chapter: 


(a) ““Healthclub” means any establishment which offers services in 
the form of massages, baths, exercises or similar services, singly 
or in combination, to club members or to the public for a charge. 
“Health club” does not include: 

(1) Hospitals, nursing homes or medical clinics, or the office or 
quarters of a physician, surgeon, chiropractor or osteopath; 

(2) Exercise clubs exclusively for members or clientele where 
the services, without massage in any form, are performed by 
persons of the same sex as the members or clientele, and where 
the facilities are not utilized by members of both sexes at the time; 

(3) Barber shops and beauty parlors; or 

(4) The office or quarters of a qualified and certified massage 
therapist, or the home, office, or workplace of a client of a qualified 
and certified massage therapist, provided the massage therapy is 
provided only by the qualified and certified massage therapist and 
not by any other person. 

(b) “Qualified and Certified Massage Therapist” means a person 
who has successfully completed as evidenced by a certificate of 
completion, diploma, certified transcript, degree, or other 
confirming documentation, satisfactory to the Council, a 
comprehensive course of study in massage therapy at a school 
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either established by legislative enactments of the State of 
Michigan, or approved by the Michigan State Board of Education, 
or by the American Massage Therapy Association, or a compre- 
hensive course of study in massage therapy specifically licensed 
by the Michigan State Board of Education. Such a comprehensive 
course of study, in order to be deemed adequate, must include 
classes in anatomy, physiology, massage practice and theory, and 
related course work, and must consist of a minimum of 260 hours 
of instruction and practical training. Effective July 1, 1990, such a 
course of study must consist of a minimum of 300 hours of 
instruction and practical training, provided, this sentence shall not 
apply to individuals first approved by the Council prior to July 1, 
1990. Alternately, “qualified and certified massage therapist” 
means a person who has successfully completed the examination 
offered by the American Massage Therapy Association for 
membership therein, or who has been admitted to membership 
therein by virtue of holding a state license, and who is currently a 
member in good standing therein. 


822.03 LICENSE REQUIRED; COUNCIL APPROVAL OF EXEMP- 
TION FOR MASSAGE THERAPISTS REQUIRED. (a) It shall be 
unlawful for any person to establish, maintain, operate or conduct a 
health club without first obtaining a license therefor from the City 
Clerk. 

(b) No person who has failed to obtain a license to establish, 
maintain, operate or conduct a health club shall be deemed a 
qualified and certified massage therapist unless he or she has first 
obtained an exemption approved by the Council. 

(c) It shall be unlawful for any person who has failed to cbtain a 
health club license to provide massage services without first 
Obtaining Council approval of an exemption as a qualified and 
certified massage therapist, unless otherwise excluded from this 
Chapter by the provisions hereof. 


822.04 LICENSE EXPIRATION AND RENEWAL; MASSAGE 
THERAPIST EXEMPTION EXPIRATION AND RENEWAL. 

(a) Licenses issued under this chapter shall be renewed annually 
and shall, in each case, expire on April 30 of each year. Licenses 
issued during the year and later than May 1 in any given year shall 
likewise expire on April 30 in any succeeding year. 

(b) Exemptions for qualified and certified massage therapists shall, 
in each case, expire on April 30 of each year. Exemptions 
approved during the year and later than May 1 in any given year 
shall likewise expire on April 30 in any succeeding year. 


822.05 LICENSE APPLICATIONS; EXEMPTION APPLICATIONS 
FOR QUALIFIED AND CERTIFIED MASSAGE THERAPISTS. 

(a) An application for a license required by this chapter shall 
be filed with the City Clerk. Such application shall be accompanied 
by plans and specifications of the quarters showing such details as 
entrances, partitions, windows, openings, ventilation, plumbing 
fixtures and water supply. 

(b) Application blanks shall be furnished by the City Clerk. An 
application for renewal of a license must be made at least sixty 
days before the current license held by the applicant expires. 

(c) An application for an exemption as a qualified and certified 
massage therapist shall be filed with the City Clerk. Such 
application shall be on a form supplied by the City Clerk. An 
application for a renewal of an exemption must be made at least 
sixty days before the current exemption held by the applicant 
expires. 

(d) The initial application for an exemption as a qualified and 
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certified massage therapist shall be accompanied by the 
documentary evidence described in Subsection 822.02(b). The 
application for exemption as a qualified and certified massage 
therapists shall contain the following: 

(1) Name, address, and date of birth of applicant. 

(2) Location of office or quarters where massages will be 
regularly performed. 

(3) Whether applicant has ever been convicted of any 
felony or misdemeanor, and if so, which and where the conviction 
did occur. 

(4) Whether the applicant, any business owned by the 
applicant, or any business for which the applicant has been 
employed or otherwise affiliated, has ever been sued for operating 
Or maintaining a nuisance; and if so, when or where did this occur 
and what was the outcome. ; 

(5) Any courses of study in massage therapy completed by 
applicant including the dates, number of credit hours, and names 
of institutions attended. 

(6) Any equipment to be installed at the office or quarters 
where massages are to be regularly performed. 

(7) An acknowledgement that the applicant understands 
that providing knowingly false information shall be justification for 
denial of an exemption, or revocation of an exemption that has 
already been issued. 

(8) An authorization for personal, confidential or privileged 
information, including educational records, bearing on the 
applicant's qualifications or fitness for an exemption to be released 
to the City. 


Section 2. That Section 822.11 is amended to read as follows: 


822.11 PERSONNEL REQUIREMENTS. 

(a) No person shall operate an establishment licensed under this 
chapter without having on the premises at least one person who is 
a qualified and certified massage therapist as defined in 
Subsection 822.02(b). 

(b) No person shall practice any of the services of a health club 
without first obtaining a certificate of good health issued by a duly 
licensed physician. Such certificate shall be renewed every six 
months on May 1 and November | of each year. The licensee shall 
deposit with the City Clerk such certificate on or before the date 
any person provides such service in his or her licensed 
establishment and again on the semi-annual certificate renewal 
dates. 

(c) No licensee shall allow any person within his or her licensed 
establishment to provide any services to a member of the opposite 
sex where physical contact is required.

822.16 INVESTIGATIONS OF APPLICATIONS FOR EXEMP-

PISTS; COUNCIL APPROVAL. 

(a) Upon receipt of an application for an exemption as a qualified 
and certified massage therapist from the requirements of a health 
club license, a copy of the application with copies of any 
supporting documentation shall be forwarded to the Chief of Police 
who shall conduct an investigation to verify the accuracy of the 
applicant's statements as to felony and misdemeanor convictions, 
if any. 

(b) If, as a result of such investigation or as a result of the 
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Council's receipt of any public record or information from any 
unbiased and accurate source bearing on the applicant’s fitness, 
the Council determines that the applicant does not possess good 
moral character, the Council shall not approve the application for 
an exemption. For purposes of this section, the term good moral 
character shall mean the propensity on the part of the applicant to 
serve the public in a fair, honest, law abiding, and open manner. |n 
making its determination, the Council shall not consider 
information not reasonably related to the practice of massage and 
the applicant's fitness to practice same. Without limiting the scope 
of the Council's review, convictions for theft, burglary, robbery, 
fraud, solicitation of prostitution, prostitution, other sex-related 
offenses, violation of obscenity laws, or crimes involving violent or 
assaultive behavior or similar offenses shall be deemed relevant to 
the applicant's moral character. 

(c) The Council shall additionally review the application for an 
exemption as a qualified and certified massage therapist and 
supporting documentation, to determine whether the applicant has 
successfully completed a course of study described in subsection 
822.02(b). The Council may require such additional documenta- 
tion as may be necessary to assist its determination. 

(d) Upon determination by the Council that the applicant 
possesses good moral character, and meets the definition of a 
qualified and certified massage therapist as set forth in Subsection 
822.02(b), the Council shall approve the exemption. 

- (e) Where satisfactory documentation has not been provided to 
the Council, it shall not be obligated to approve any exemption by 
an applicant. 

(f) Upon Council approval of an exemption, the City Clerk shall 
issue an exemption certificate to the applicant. 


822.17 FEEFOR EXEMPTION AS A QUALIFIED AND CERTIFIED

Dear President Blair and Council Members: 


| have written this letter to provide a better understanding to the 
public regarding the City’s programs and services to meet the 
needs of its less fortunate, low income population. 


It is true that the city of Lansing does have policies limiting its funds 
for human services. We agree that they are not enough; however, 
there, also, is not enough money for our other services in spite of 
the generosity of our tax payers. We must hold the line on spending. 
However, with the cooperation of the department heads and City 
Council, the City has managed to continue all of its essential 
services including human services. 


The primary purpose for the existence of the Human Resources 
Department is to coordinate services with other governmental 
units, the private sector, quasi-public agencies, citizens groups, 
and non-profit organizations. Its responsibilities are to assist in 
identifying problems; helping agencies acquire other funds 
through grant writing; using the City’s funds to augment other 
funding; fill the gaps in services and funding; match other funding 
for agencies; and oversee and manage the disbursement of City 
funds. 


These strategies and approaches have enabled the City to take its 
limited funding, along with the funding of the Department, and 


‘generate three to five times the funding for human services, 


City-supported scrvices, and community services than would 
otherwise be available. 8 


Some examples of these strategies in Human Services are: 


1. The Human Resources Department assisted the Ingham 
County Health Department and Harvest House acquire federal 
funds and United Way Venture Grant Funding for a health program 
for the homeless. No money had to be provided by the City of 
Lansing. 


2. The Department wrote a grant to the state of Michigan which 
was contracted with the Ingham County Health Department for 
high risk adolescents such as adolescent prostitutes and 
runaways. While funding has ceased by the State, the Department 
is providing $10,000 with the rest of the money being provided by 
the County to continue the program. 


3. The city of Lansing helped create the Housing Assistance 
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Foundation and originally was the sole funding source. Through 
the urging of the Department, H.A.F. merged with the Tenants 
Resource Center and was renamed Housing Resource Center; 
relocated its Lansing offices with Legal Aid and through this 
expansion, provides broader services and, also, receives United 
Way money. 


4, The Department assisted Gateway, formerly known as D.E.C.C., 
open a house for homeless youth. No money was provided by the 
city of Lansing, it is State funded. 


5. In spite of limited funding to three substance abuse agencies, 
National Council on Alcoholism, Community Mental Health, and 
Gateway, the Department assisted the Lansing School District 
coordinating these and other substance abuse education 
programs operating in Lansing Schools. 


6. For $10,000 of City funding for evaluation a year ago, the 
Department assisted Ingham County's Department of Social 
Services acquire State funding to operate a juvenile prevention 
program at Grand River Street school. M.S.U.’s Social Work 
Department designed and conducted the evaluation, the Lansing 
School District provides counselors and other support services, 
the Coordinator and other support staff are contracted by D.S.S. 
with Lutheran Social Services. The program is still rang 
conducted without funding by the City. 


7. The Department started and partially funds Community Service 
and Referral Center to operate the Daytime Resource Center for 
the homeless and an Energy Closet. Other agencies funded to 
provide basic, emergency human needs have been/are: Red 
Cross-Project Aid for Furniture; Volunteers of America; Salvation 
Army; Economic Crisis Center—a shelter for homeless families: 
and Loaves and Fishes, a shelter for homeless individuals. 
Innumerable hours have been spent by me, the Planning and 
Municipal Development Director, the Human Resources Director, 
and the Housing Commission Director in meeting with Y.M.C.A. 
directors to explore the creation of residential services for 
homeless people. 


These services, and funding strategies represent just a few of the 
examples as to how the City, through the Human Resources 
Department, develops programs using limited resources by 
working with the entire community of the Greater Lansing area to 
address human service needs. The city of Lansing is unique, not 
only in its approach, but also, by having such a unique Department 
to address these critical problems and a full range of other vital 
community needs and services. 


Furthermore, the dedication, caring and hard work of the Director, 
Staff, and Advisory Board of that Department is to be commended. | 
am grateful to all of them for the fine job they do in helping meet the 
needs of our low-income population.

(a) No user shall contribute or cause to be contributed, directly 
or indirectly, any pollutant or wastewater which will interfere with 
the operation or the performance of the POTW, including the 
following substances: . 

(1) Any liquid, solid or gas which by reason of its nature or 
quantity is or may be sufficient, either alone or by interaction with 
other substances, to cause fire or explosion or be injurious in any 
other way to the POTW or to the operation of the POTW; 

(2) Any solid or viscous substance which may cause 
obstruction to the flow in a sewer or other interference with the 
operation of the wastewater treatment facilities; 

(3) Any wastewater having a pH less than 5.5 or greater than 
10.5, or wastewater having any other Corrosive property capable of 
Causing damage or hazard to structures, equipment or personnel 
of the POTW; 

(4) Any wastewater containing toxic pollutants in sufficient 
quantity, either singly or by interaction with other pollutants, to 
injure or interfere with any wastewater treatment process, 
constitute a hazard to humans or animals, create a toxic effect in 
the receiving waters of the POTW or exceed the limitation set forth 
in a categorical pretreatment standard; 

(5) Any noxious or malodorous liquid, gas or solid which, 
either singly or by interaction with other wastes, is sufficient to 
create a public nuisance or hazard to life or to prevent entry into the 
sewers for maintenance and repair; 

(6) Any substance which may cause the POTW effluent or 
any other product of the POTW (such as residues, sludges or 
scums) to be unsuitable for reclamation and re-use or to interfere 
with the reclamation process; 

(7) Any substance which will cause the POTW to violate its 
NPDES permit or the receiving water quality standards; 

(8) Any wastewater with objectionable color not removed in 
the treatment process, such as, but not limited to, dye wastes and 
vegetable tanning solutions; — 

(9) Any wastewater having a temperature which will inhibit 
biological activity in the POTW resulting in interference, but in no 
case wastewater with a temperature at the introduction into the 
POTW which exceeds forty-three degrees Centigrade or 110 
degrees Fahrenheit; 

(10) Any pollutants, including oxygen-demanding pollutants 
released at a flow rate and/or pollutant concentration which will 
Cause interference to the POTW; 

(11) Any wastewater containing any radioactive waste or 
isotope of such half life or concentration as may exceed limits 
established by the Director of Public Service in compliance with 
applicable State or Federal regulations; 

(12) Any wastewater which causes a hazard to human life or 
Creates a public nuisance. 

(13) ANY WASTEWATER OR SUBSTANCE CONTAINING 
POLYCHLORINATED BIPHENYL (PCB); AND 

(14) ANY WASTEWATER OR SUBSTANCE CONTAINING 
MERCURY. 

(b) Subsection (a) hereof applies to all users of the POTW, 
whether or not the user is subject to the national categorical 
pretreatment standards or any other national, State or local 
pretreatment standards or requirements.

D. Submit an environmental assessment if required by the City 
of Lansing. If the assessment finds that the proposed 
development will significantly impact the environment, an 
Environmental Impact Statement will be required. 


E. Any other requirements as deemed necessary by the City of 
Lansing. 


Site Development Performance Standards 


1. All development proposed for the University Corporate

as identified in the “Declaration of Uses and Restrictions” as 
adopted by the MSU Foundation.

B. Preliminary Plans showing public improvements shall be 
submitted to the City of Lansing’s Public Service Department 
forreview and comment on its compliance with minimum 
design and construction standards on internal streets, 
sidewalks, etc. as outlined in Chapter 1236 of the Subdivision 
Design Standards. | 


C. Minimum setback requirements for buildings shall meet the 
requirements as outlined in the “Declaration of Uses and 
Restrictions” agreement. 


D. Maximum Building Height. No building, or any part thereof, 
shall be greater in height than four stories high, or sixty (60) feet 
high. 


E. Parking. The minimum number of parking spaces required 
for each use of a building shall be determined according to 
Chapter 1284 of the City of Lansing Zoning Ordinance. 
Separate uses in one building must have the minimum number 
of spaces required for each use, as computed separately 
pursuant to Section 1284.13.

The City of Lansing will convene the preapplication conference 
with the developer, the MSU Foundation, and the Planning Division 
to determine if the development meets preliminary requirements 
as set forth by the City of Lansing’s “Special Land Use Conditions 
of Approval for the UCRP.” Basic site plan requirements, 
preliminary features of the site, and the proposed development and 
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the phasing of development will then be discussed if it can 
substantially demonstrated that it will meet the SLU conditions. 


3. Final Application Conference 


The City of Lansing shall convene a final application conference 
for the purpose of issuing building permits subject to the Special 
Land Use Conditions of Approval, as adopted by the City Council. 


Ten copies of the preliminary site plan showing the general layout 
of the development within the Research Park, the existing and 
proposed utilities to service the development and any other 
information required from the Preapplication Conference shall be 
submitted to the Planning Division which will then circulate them to 
the Development Review Team which may consist of staff from the 
following: 


-Planning Division 

-Building Safety Division 

-Public Service Department 

-Engineering Division 

-Transportation 

-Fire Marshal 

-Other public reviewing agencies as identified. 


The Development Review Team shall meet to evaluate the 
complete site plan, building plans, and any other required 
information (e.g., environmental assessment, approvals from DNR, 
EPA, etc.). 


Comments from the Development Review Team shall then be 
forwarded to the developer and the MSU Foundation. 


4. Issuance of Permits. 


Building permits shall be submitted subject to the Special Land 
Use Conditions of Approval and any required permits as identified 
by the Department of Natural Resources, the Environmental 
Protection Agency, the Public Service Department, etc. 


5. An ongoing review process will be in place to ensure that these 
conditions of approval are met. If found not to be in compliance, the 
City of Lansing reserves the right to revoke the permit or any 
portion of the permit, after due process, if it finds the conditions of 
approval are not being met for the entire research park or a portion 
of the research park. 


These conditions shall not repeal, abrogate, annul, or in any way 
impair or interfere with existing provisions of other laws, 
ordinances or regulations, or with private restrictions placed upon 
property by deed, covenant or other private agreement, or with 
restrictive convenants running with the land to which the City is a 
party.

Unsafe Buildings and Structures

No person shall remain in or-.enter any building which has 
been so posted, except that entry may be made to repair, demolish 
or remove such building under permit.

(2) The Director of the Division of Building Safety has 

given written permission that the sign may be

Every person, firm or corporation engaged in 
either of such businesses shall file with the City 
Clerk a public liability policy insuring such 
person, firm or corporation and the City against any 
liability imposed upon such person, firm or 
corporation and/or the City arising out of the 
performance of the work carried on by such person, 
firm or corporation.

Any constructed pool which is used, or intended to be 
used, aS a Swimming pool in connection with a single-family 
residence and available only to the family of the householder 
and his or her private guests shall be classified as a private 
swimming pool. Any swimming pool other than a private swimming 
pool shall be classified as a public or semipublic swimming 
pool. 


Section 6103. Permits. 


A swimming pool or appurtenances thereto shall not be 


constructed, installed, enlarged or altered until a permit | 


therefor has been obtained from the Director of Building

Plans. Plans shall accurately show dimensions and 
construction of pools and appurtenances and properly 
established distances to lot lines, buildings, walks and 
fences.

Detail plans of structures, vertical elevations and 
cross-sections of public or semipublic pools, showing 
depth, shall be included. 


Locations. Private swimming pools shall not encroach on 
any front or side yard required by this code or by the 
zoning Code. A wall of a Swimming pool shail not be 
located less than six (6) feet from any rear or side 
property line or ten (10) feet from any street property 
line. 


Section 6104. Structural Design. 
The pool structure shall be engineered and designed to 


withstand all forces to which it is expected that it will be 
subjected. 7 
Wall Slopes. To a depth up to five (5) feet from the top, 
the wall slope shall be not more than two (2) feet 
horizontal to five (5) feet vertical. 
Floor Slopes. The slope of the floor on the shallow side 
of the transition point shall not exceed one (1) foot 
vertical to seven (7) feet horizontal. The transition 
point between shallow and deep water shall be not more 
than five’ (5) feet deep. 
Walkways. All public or semipublic swimming pools shall 
have walkways not less than four (4) feet in width, 
extending entirely around the pool. Where curbs or 
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Sidewalks are used around any swimming pool they shall 
have a nonslip surface for a width of not less than one 
(1) foot at the edge of the pool and shall be so arranged 

-as to prevent the return of surface water to the pool. 
Steps and Ladders. One (1) or more means of egress shall 
be provided from the pool. Treads of steps or ladders 
shall have nonslip surfaces and handrails on both sides, 
except that handrails may be omitted when there are not 
more than four (4) steps or when the steps extend the 
full width of the side or end of the pool. 


Section 6105. Appurtenant Structures. 


All appurtenant structures, installations and equipment, 
such as showers, dressing rooms, equipment houses or other 
buildings and structures, including plumbing, heating and air 
conditioning, among others appurtenant to a swimming pool, 


shall comply with all applicable requirements of this code and 
the Zoning Code. 


Section 6106. Accessories. 

All swimming pool accessories shall be designed, 
constructed and installed so as not to be a safety hazard. 
Installations or structures for diving purposes shall be 
properly anchored to ensure stability and properly designed 
and located for maximum safety. 


Section 6107. Equipment Installations. 
Pumps, filters and other mechanical and electrical 


equipment for public and semipublic swimming pools shall be 
enclosed in such a manner as to be accessible only to 
authorized persons and not to bathers. construction and 
drainage shall be such as to avoid the entrance and 
accumulation of water in the vicinity of electrical equipment. 


Section 6108. Swimming Pool Safety Devices. 
Every person owning land on which there is situated a 


Swimming pool, which contains eighteen (18) inches or more of 
water in depth at any point, shall erect and maintain thereon 
an adequate enclosure surrounding either the property or pool 
area, sufficient to make such body of water inaccessible to 
small children. Such enclosure, including gates therein, must 
be not less than four (4) feet above the underlying grounds. 
All gates must be self-latching with latches placed four (4) 
feet above the underlying ground or otherwise made 
inaccessible from the outside to small children.

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section l. That Part 14, Chapter. 1422 of the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended to be read 
as follows: | 

1422.01 ADOPTION OF 1988 EDITION OF UNIFORM PLUMBING 

CODE; SCOPE; APPLICATION OF COUNTY CODE TO 
PRIVATE SYSTEMS; REFERENCES AND CITATIONS; 
CONFLICT OF LAWS. 

(a) That certain code, an official copy of which is on tile 
in the office of the City Clerk, being marked and designated as the 
Uniform Plumbing Code, 1988 edition, published by the International 
Association of Plumbing and Mechanical Officials, is hereby adopted 
and made a part of the Building Code of the City pursuant to the 
authority vested in the City by M.C.L.A. 125.1508; M.S.A. 
5.2949(8), and the Home Rule Act (M.C.L.A. 117.1 et seq.; M.S.A. 
5.2071 et seq.), aS amended. Such Plumbing Code _ provides 
regulations for the erection, installation, alteration, repair, 
relocation, replacement, addition to, use and maintenance of 
plumbing and/or drainage systems, except that any private or 
on-site sewage disposal system or any private or on-site water 
supply system shall be constructed and maintained in accordance 
with applicable provisions of the Ingham County Sanitary Code.

If a vacancy occurs in the office of the Chief Plumbing 
Inspector, the Board may submit the name of a qualified person to 
the Personnel and Training Department for consideration.

plumbing work. Registration forms shall be approved by the Board 
of Plumbing. A plumbing business license shall be registered with 
the Building Safety Division only after payment of a fee, as 
established by resolution of Council. A licensed master plumber 
shall be registered with the Building Safety Division only .after 
the payment of a fee established by resolution of Council. A 
licensed journeyman plumber shall be registered with the Building 
Safety Division only after payment of a fee established by 
resolution of Council. 

The Building Safety Division shall aici to be registered 
pursuant to this section only those persons with a current 
journeyman or master plumber's license issued by the State Plumbing 
Board. 

All registrations shall expire on the same date the applicable 
license expires. 


1422.06 INSTALLATIONS AND ALTERATIONS; PERMIT REQUIRED. 

No person shall install or alter plumbing in the City without 
first obtaining a permit FROM THE BUILDING SAFETY DIVISION. The 
application shall be addressed to the Chief Plumbing Inspector and 
shall be accompanied by the necessary permit and inspection fees 
and by a plan showing the proposed installation or alteration. If 
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such application is in proper form and the proposed installation 
or alteration will not violate the law or the rules and regulations 
to be promulgated hereunder, a permit shall be issued for the work 
named in the application. Such permit shall be posted on the 
premises where the work is to be done and shall remain posted until 
final inspection and approval. If the application is not in proper 
form it shall be referred to the Chief Plumbing Inspector who shall 
have power to grant variations in order to prevent undue hardship, 
provided such variations do not, in the opinion of the Chief 
Plumbing Inspector, create a health hazard.

1422.07 HOMEOWNER'S PRIVILEGE. 

Nothing contained in this chapter shall prohibit any bona fide 
owner from personally doing any work regulated by this chapter in 
his or her own home or on his or her own premises at which he or 

. She presently resides or is about to reside, provided that such 
owner: 
Furnishes a signed affidavit; 
Applies for and secures a permit; 
Pays the required fees; 
Does the work in accordance with this chapter; 
Does the work himself or herself; 
Applies for inspection; and 
Receives the approval of the Inspector. 

Homeowner's privileges shall extend to single-family 
residences only and shall not apply to any residence or structure 
from which a monetary gain is being received or is intended to be 
received or which is being used for commercial purposes. 

A person may obtain a homeowner's permit on only one residence 
in any twelve-month period. The twelve-month period shall commence 
from the date of the last homeowner permit obtained by the 
homeowner.

1422.08 ADVERTISING. 

Any person who engages for hire in the business of plumbing, 
drain laying or sewer cleaning in the City shall, after the 
effective date of this section, have prominently displayed on all 
vehicles used to convey material and/or equipment, in lettering of 
two and one-half inches or more on each side of the vehicle, the 
business name under which the business operates. 

Any word or words used in any Sign, display, business form, 
document or advertising medium which indicates or tends to indicate 
that any person is qualified to contract for, supervise, install, 
repair, replace, temove or service any plumbing which requires a 
permit or inspection from the City shall be in violation of this 
chapter unless the same are uttered, published or displayed by 
authority of a licensed or registered master plumber whose place 
of business is known to and registered or recorded with the 
authority specified by the statutes of the State and the ordinances 
of the City. Specifically, the intention is to regulate sewer 
cleaners, welders, plumbing supply firms, refrigeration installers, 
installers of fire sprinkler systems, and similar trades and 
vocations, so that they shall not advertise under’ the 
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Classification or caption of "plumbers" or "plumbing" unless a 
licensed master plumber is authorized or RORPONS LOG as part of the 
business so advertised.

1422.09 VIOLATION; INSPECTION; NOTIFICATION; STOP ORDERS; 
LIABILITY 
_ VIOLATIONS. WRITTEN NOTICE OF ANY VIOLATION OF THE CODE BY 
THE PLUMBING INSPECTOR TO THE PERMIT HOLDER SHALL BE CORRECTED 
WITHIN 15 DAYS OF RECEIPT OF EACH NOTICE. FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH 
THIS SECTION IS A VIOLATION OF THIS CODE SUBJECT TO ALL THE 
PENALTIES PROVIDED FOR THE CODE OF ORDINANCES. 

ALL: WORK TO BE INSPECTED. ALL PLUBMING AND DRAINAGE SYSTEMS 
SHALL BE INSPECTED BY THE CHEIF PLUMBING INSPECTOR 10° INSURE 
COMPLIANCE WITH ALL THE REQUIREMENTS OF THIS CODE. 

NOTIFICATION. IT SHALL BE THE DUTY OF THE PERSON DOING THE 
WORK AUTHORIZED BY THE PERMIT TO NOTIFY THE PLUMBING INSPECTOR 
ORALLY OR IN WRITING, THAT SAID WORK IS READY FOR INSPECTION. SUCH 
NOTIFICATION SHALL BE GIVEN NOT LESS THAN TWENTY-FOUR (24) HOURS 
BEFORE THE WORK IS TO BE INSPECTED. 

IT SHALL BE THE DUTY OF THE PERSON DOING THE WORK AUTHORIZED 
BY THE PERMIT TO MAKE SURE THAT THE WORK WILL STAND THE TEST 
PRESCRIBED. ELSEWHERE IN THIS CODE, BEFORE GIVING THE ABOVE 
NOTIFICATION. . 

STOP ORDERS. WHENEVER ANY WORK IS BEING DONE CONTRARY TO THE 
PROVISIONS OF THIS CODE, THE CHIEF PLUMBING INSPECTOR OR HIS 
_AUTHORIZED REPRESENTATIVE MAY ORDER THE WORK STOPPED BY NOTICE IN 
| WRITING SERVED ON ANY PERSONS ENGATGED IN THE DOING OR CAUSING SUCH 
WORK TO BE DONE, AND ANY SUCH PERSON SHALL FORTHWITH STOP SUCH WORK 
UNTIL AUTHORIZED BY THE CHIEF PLUMBING INSPECTOR TO PROCEED WITH 
THE WORK. 

LIABILITY. THE CHIEF INSPECTOR OR ANY EMPLOYEE CHARGED WITH 
THE ENFORCEMENT OF THIS CODE, ACTING IN GOOD FAITH AND WITHOUT 
MALICE FOR THE JURISDICTION IN THE DISCHARGE OF HIS DUTIES, SHALL 
NOT THEREBY RENDER HIMESELF LIABILE PERSONALLY AND HE HEREBY IS 
RELEIVED FROM ALL PERSONAL LIABILITY FOR ANY DAMAGE THAT MAY ACCURE 
TO PERSON OR PROPERTY AS A RESULT OF ANY ACT REQUIRED OR BY REASON 
OF ANY ACT OF OMISSION IN THE DISCHARGE OF HIS DUTIES. ANY SUIT 
BROUGHT AGAINST THE CHIEF PLUMBING INSPECTOR OR EMPLOYEES, BECAUSE 
OF SUCH ACT OR OMISSION PERFORMED BY HIM IN THE ENFORCEMENT OF ANY 
PROVISIONS OF THIS CODE, SHALL BE DEFENDED BY THE LEGAL DEPARTMENT 
OF THE JURISDICTION UNTIL FINAL TERMINATION OF THE: PROCEEDINGS. 


1422.10 EXISTING EQUIPMENT. 

Plumbing and drainage systems, hot water heaters and other 
miscellaneous equipment lawfully installed prior to the effective 
date of this chapter may have their existing use, maintenance or 
repair continued if the use, maintenance or repair is in accordance 
with the original design and location and is not a hazard to life, 
health or property.

1422.11 HAZARDOUS EQUIPMENT. 
& Whenever the Chief Plumbing Inspector learns or ascertains 
that any plumbing equipment has become hazardous to life, health 
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or property, he or she shall order, in writing, that such equipment 
be restored to a condition of safety or be dismantled or removed 
from its present location. The written notice shall fix a time 
limit for compliance with such order. No person shall use or 
maintain the defective equipment after receiving such notice.

1422.12 ALTERNATIVE MATERIALS AND METHODS OF CONSTRUCTION. 

This chapter is not intended to prevent the use of any 
material or method of construction not specifically described by 
this chapter, provided that any such alternative has been approved. 

The Plumbing Board may approve any such alternative, provided 
it finds that the proposed design is satisfactory and complies with 
this chapter and that the material, method or work offered is, for 
the purpose intended, at least the equivalent of that prescribed 
in this chapter in quality, strength, effectiveness, fire 
resistance, durability and safety. 

The Board shall require that sufficient evidence or proof be 
submitted to substantiate any claim that may be made regarding such 
use.

1422.13 EXCAVATIONS; SEWER AND WATER CONNECTIONS; PERMIT 
REQUIRED; EXCEPTIONS. 

No person shall excavate or obstruct any public or private 
street, alley or other thoroughfare for the purpose of installing 
plumbing or sewerage, or connect to any private or public sewer, 
without first obtaining the proper permit therefor. No person shall 
commence the construction, reconstruction, alteration or repair of 
a plumbing or sewerage system within the walls of a building 
without first obtaining a plumbing permit therefor. However, no 
permit shall be necessary for the unstopping of sewers or waste 
pipes. No person shall install piping for potable water on any 
property, whether inside or outside the walls of a building, 
without first obtaining a plumbing permit therefor. However, no 
permit shall be required for the installation of water service 
lines by the Board of Water and Light. All plumbing permits shall 
be subject to the rules and regulations of the Municipal department 
having jurisdiction. 

When making application for a permit the following information 
should be furnished: 

(a) The name and address of the owner, agent or other person 

for whom work is being done; 

(b) The name and address of the master plumber; 

(c) The name and address of the builder, contractor, 
architect or agent having charge of the work; 

(d) The location of the work, including municipality, street 
and number, or lot and block when street and number are 
not available; and 

(e) The number and kind of fixtures to be installed or the 
nature of reconstruction, alteration or repair. 

The builder, architect or plumber may, and shall when 
required, file a plan and specification sheet showing the type of 
fixtures to be used; the location and size of all soil, waste and 
vent pipes; building drains and building sewers; inside conductor; 
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chases, recesses or pockets to be provided for their installation 
or for access to the’ same; and the means provided to gain access 
to traps, cleanouts, fixtures, water control valves and other 
valves.

1422.14 FEES AND INSPECTIONS. 

(a) Unless otherwise provided for in this chapter, all fees, 
the collection of which is provided for in this chapter, shall be 
set by resolution of Council and shall be paid in advance. 


(B) Plumbing safety inspections of existing buildings for 
resale purposes, including a letter listing any corrections needed, 
shall be performed upon receipt of a written request and upon 
payment of a fee set by resolution of Council.

1422.15 ADDITIONAL PERMITS AND FEES. 

A permit shall be required and an inspection fee shall be 
charged for the repair, cutting into or installation of any soil 
pipe, waste pipe or fitting, including replacement of all plumbing 
fixtures and relief valves.

1422.16 PERMIT ISSUANCE, REVOCATION AND EXPIRATION. 

(a) Except as otherwise provided in Section 1422.07, permits 
for plumbing work shall be issued only in the name of persons who 
are registered licensed master plumbers. 

(1) All work not performed under a homeowner's permit 
shall be performed entirely under the supervision 
of a properly registered employing master plumber. 

(2) All work not performed under a homeowner's permit 
shall be done by licensed master or journeymen 
plumbers, or apprentices working under the direct 
supervision of a master plumber who IS registered 
as such with the State Plumbing Board. 

(3) The City Board of Plumbing may RECOMMEND THE 
REVOCATION OF A permit of any plumber who has 
violated any of the provisions of the rules and 
regulations governing plumbing, or who neglects to 
make necessary changes as directed within three days 
after notification. 

(b) — permit issued by the Chief Plumbing Inspector under 
this chapter shall expire by limitation and become null and void 
if the work authorized by such permit is not commenced within sixty 
days from the date of such permit or if the work authorized by such 
permit is suspended or abandoned at any time after the work is 
commenced for 120 days. Before such work can be recommenced, a new 
permit therefor shall be obtained and the fee therefor shall be 
one-half the amount required for a new permit for such work, 
provided that no changes have been made or will be made in the 
original plans and specifications for such work, and provided, 
further, that such suspension or abandonment has not exceeded one 
year from’ the date of expiration of the permit. In all other 
circumstances, the permittee shall pay the full permit fee. 
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(Cc) ANY PERMIT HOLDER WHO VIOLATES ANY PROVISIONS OF THIS 
CHAPTER, OR ANY RULE WHICH MAY BE ADOPTED, MAY HAVE THEIR PERMIT 
REVOKED AND FUTURE PERMITS WITHHELD PENDING THE CORRECTION OF 
EXISTING VIOLATION. THE CHIEF PLUMBING INSPECTOR MAY, IN WRITING, 
SUSPEND OR REVOKE A PERMIT ISSUED UNDER PROVISIONS OF THIS CODE 
WHENEVER THE PERMIT IS ISSUED IN ERROR OR ON THE BASIS OF INCORRECT 
INFORMATION SUPPLIED BY THE APPLICANT.

1422.17 AMENDMENTS TO UNIFORM PLUMBING CODE. 
The Uniform Plumbing Code adopted by Section 1422.01 is hereby 
amended as follows: 


- DEFINITIONS, SECTION 104(B) CIRCUIT VENT AS FOLLOWS: 
(B) CIRCUIT VENT - A CIRCUIT VENT IS A BRANCH VENT THAT 
SERVES TWO OR MORE TRAPS AND EXTENDS FROM IN FRONT OF THE LAST 
FIXTURE CONNECTION OF A HORIZONTAL BRANCH TO .THE VENT STACK. 


U.P.C. Part 1, Administration, is hereby deleted. 


U.P.C. Section 203 - Use of Copper Tubing is hereby amended 
by deleting subsection (d) and adding the following: 


(d)- Copper tube for water piping shall have a weight of 
not less than that of copper water pipe Type L. 
Exception: Type M copper tubing may be used for 
water piping when piping is above ground in a 
building. 


U.P.C. Section 209 - Backwater Valves is hereby deleted and 

a new-section added as follows: 
Backwater Valves 

Backwater valves shall be of an approved PVC, cast 

iron or brass body, noncorrosive bearings, seats and 
self-aligning discs, and shall be constructed so as to 
ensure a positive mechanical seal and to remain closed, 
except when discharging wastes. Such valves shall remain 
sufficiently open during periods of low flows to avoid 
screening of solids and shall not restrict capacities or 
cause excessive turbulence during peak loads. Unless 
otherwise listed, valve access covers shall be of a 
bolted type with a gasket and each valve shall bear the 
manufacturer's name cast into the body and the cover.

APPLICABLE CODE REQUIREMENTS. 
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U.P.C. Section 401 - Materials is hereby amended by deleting 
subsection (a) and adding the following:

Section 1. That Part 14, Chapter 1424 of the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended to be read 
as follows:

(c) If any such application covers work to be performed by 
an unlicensed person on any building, structure or premises owned 
by such person, the Chief Electrical Inspector may examine such 
person as to his or her qualifications and ability to properly 
perform such work. Such permit shall not be granted unless the 
Chief Electrical Inspector finds such person qualified and able to 
perform such work properly. 


(ad) Work covered by such permit shall be started within six 
months after the date of issuance or such permit shall be null and 
void. 


(e) An electrical inspection shall be required for all 
electrically operated signs, which inspection is to be completed 
before the sign is hung. The electrical connection to such sign 
shall only be made by a licensed contractor registered with the 
Division of Building Safety and with a separate permit and 
inspection. 


(f) The installation of electrical wiring by an electrical 
contractor under a permit issued to him or her shall be performed 
by a licensed journeyman electrician in his or her direct employ. 
Proof of the same is required upon request by the office of the 
Director of Building Safety. Permits issued for use by other than 
the applicant are prohibited.

1424.09. PERMIT EXEMPTIONS. 

(a) Any person properly registered under this chapter who, 
in the conduct of his or her business, regularly employs an

Electrical Inspector or an authorized representative may enter such 
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building or premises at all reasonable times to inspect the same 
or to perform any duty imposed upon the Chief Electrical Inspector 
or the authorized representative by this chapter, provided that if 
such building or premises is occupied, he or she shall first 
present proper credentials and demand entry, and if such building 
Or premises is unoccupied, he or she shall first make a reasonable 
effort to locate the owner or other persons or control of the 
building or premises and demand entry. If such entry is refused or 
if the owner or other persons having charge or control of the 
building or premises cannot be located, the Chief Electrical 
Inspector or the authorized representative shall have recourse to 
every remedy provided by law to secure entry. 


(b) If any electrical wiring, cable, appliance or equipment 
is found to be unsafe to life and property, the Chief Electrical 
Inspector shall give written notice to the owner or occupant of the 
building, structure or premises upon or in which such unsafe 
condition was found, to correct ‘the same within a time deemed 
reasonable by the Chief Electrical Inspector, but such time shall 
not exceed thirty days from the date of the written notice. If the 
correction is not made, the utility company supplying current shall 
discontinue service upon receipt of a written request therefor from 
the Chief Electrical Inspector. 


(c) Upon final inspection and determination that the 
electrical installation has been completed to comply with this 
chapter and the rules adopted pursuant thereto, the Chief 
Electrical Inspector shall issue his or her permit to the utilities 
to make a connection to the installation. 


(d) No power company or person furnishing electric current 
shall make connection to and furnish electrical current to any new 
or altered installation or electrical wiring, cable, appliance or 
equipment, until such company or person is given permission to do 
so by the Chief Electrical Inspector. The Chief Electrical 
Inspector is hereby authorized to order the discontinuance of any 
electrical service connected to any unsafe wiring, cable, appliance 
or equipment. 


(e) The Chief Electrical Inspector may permit a temporary 
electrical connection to an unfinished installation where 
electricity is needed for operation of power tools used in 
construction, if it is safe to do so in his or her opinion. 


(£) No building shall remain connected to an electrical 
supply when vacated and not secured so as to prevent entrance of 
trespassers or unauthorized personnel.

As the Victor Building, Phoenix Building, and Grand Tower 
are completed and fully occupied, following development of the 
Accident Fund Building and Grandview Plaza, the highly increased 
activity of both employees and visitors to the downtown will 
combine with the demands of existing users of downtown parking 
to create significantly higher parking demands. 


To look at those parking needs and our options to address them, | 
appointed a Special Parking Committee of downtown representa- 
tives and City officials to work together to identify viable options 
that would satisfy the City and the downtown community and 
business representatives.

Dear Councilman Lindemann and Councilmembers: 


Thank you for your on-going interest in and concern about the 
environmental programs of the administration. On investigation | 
have found that-there has been a communication problem, and | 
assure you that we'll work to keep responses to inquiries by the 
Council and general citizenry regarding this and other subjects toa 
minimum turnaround time. 


As you may be aware, for the past several years we have been 
specifying recycled paper in our industrial paper bid. We have used 
these commodities successfully up until 1988. Last year the only 
bidder using recycled paper that met specifications came in 
almost $3,000 higher than the lowest responsive bidder offering 
only non-recycled products. Again this year we will attempt to 
acquire recycled products whenever they meet specifications and 
are price competitive. 


We also have been conducting experiments with recycled fine 
paper in the Data Processing Division of the Administrative 
Services Department. We found that the one-ply plain paper would 
not tear at the perforation without also tearing the sheet itself. The 
plain paper, as well as the “green bar’ stock, tended to be 
non-absorbent. Ink would. inevitably smear whenever a marker 
was used to write on these sheets. We also experienced an 
observable increase in paper dust during the test of the recycled 
product, and dust is the enemy of computer disks. All in all, we do 
not feel that the recycled paper that has been available to us is of 


Sufficient high quality to replace the non-recycled product we have ~ 


used in the past. Tom Wilson, Manager of the Warehouse Services 
Section for the State of Michigan, has told us that we can expect to 
pay 28% to 33% more for recycled products. While the State has 
been using some recycled stock, substituting 60 Ib. offset paper for 
20 Ib. bond paper in some applications, the products they are using 
are currently available only in roll quantities. Ed Moor, of Copco 
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Papers, has informed us that only a handful of mills are producing 
recycled paper and that they, in most cases, require a minimum 
order of 40,000 pounds. He also said that recycled paper, across 
the spectrum of grades, cost 10% to 15% more than the same 
grades of non-recycled products. 


While our testing has not yielded positive results, we have not given 
up. We are currently following the lead of the State of Michigan 
regarding the use of recycled products, including paper. We feel 
that the commitment of the State to the use of such products will 
provide a large enough market and refined products which will 
benefit everyone and make the recycled goods cost competitive. 
We continue to keep in touch with responsible State offices at a 
Staff level as they test a wide variety of recycled products. When 
the State is satisfied that a recycled product can be successfully 
integrated into their operations, we will take the necessary steps to 
participate in the State's acquisition process. We believe that the 
State of Michigan with its commitment to the use of recycled 
products, its very large and diverse product testing base, and its 
economic clout, will uncover useful recycled products much more 
rapidly than we could. In addition, by taking this approach we will be 
able to move aggressively into the use of recycled products 
without disrupting our operations through the use of inferior or 


unsuitable products acquired at an increased cost to our~ 


taxpayers. 


Last winter the City staff arranged for the State of Michigan to 


" provide receptacles for wastepaper, which the State picks up and 


recycles. We conducted a pilot project in the Washington Square 
Annex and North Grand Parking Garage, working the kinks out of 
the program and, as planned, began to extend the program into 
City Hall, including the 8th, 9th, and 10th floors this July. We will 
progressively be adding on the remaining floors in City Hall and the 
Police Building as State resources can be made available to us. 
This is just the first of a series of actions we will take to make sure 
that City government provides a good example of recycling and 
resource conservation to the public. 


We hope that brings you quickly up-to-date on our recycling 
activities. We know we can count on your continued enthusiastic 
support for the efforts we have made to date, and we invite your 
input and recommendations as to how we can better address this 
issue in the future.

Last week | passed to you a report from the Mayor’s Parking 
Advisory Committee with my concurrence on every recommenda- 
tion except the exact siting of a new parking ramp on South Grand 
Avenue. In the past few days | have met with the Advisory 
Committee and with several of the impacted property owners/te- 
nants. The Advisory Committee recommends Site C-2 in their 
report (by a 13-11 vote), and the Transportation Engineer 
recommends Site C-2 in his attached memo. 


| believe that Site C-2 has serious problems. It is the most costly of 
the various options, and it will seriously hinder, if not stop 
completely, plans by the private sector for future development of 
that whole block between Kalamazoo and Washtenaw and half a 
block north of Washtenaw on the west side of Grand Avenue. Still, 
the fact remains that it is highly desirable to place a parking 
structure as Close to the Grand Tower as possible, or as practical. 
You asked for a recommendation and one alternate. 


First, | recommend that you authorize me to proceed with the - 


preparations for a parking ramp at Site E-2 located on the 
northwest corner of Grand and Lenawee, directly south of the 
Michigan Manufacturers Association. This would require Grand 
Tower employees to walk about one and one-half short blocks and 
Could further stimulate economic growth on the south end of our 
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central business district. This option would allow private economic 
development to take place in the Site C-2 area and would allow the 
“triangle area” (including Site D-3) to remain surface parking for a 
period of time between the completion of the Grand Tower and the 
new parking ramp. 


Secondly, as an alternate, | recommend that you authorize me to 
advertise for proposals to develop the so-called “triangle area” as 
a mixed-use development, to include roughly 1,140 parking 
spaces as recommended in the Site D-3 proposal. That general 
area is probably the prime development site on the west bank of the 
river. This site could provide a first-rate riverfront office or 
residential development package with parking to serve that 
development as well as the Grand Tower directly adjacent to the 
north. 


Thirdly, as still another alternate, | recommend that you authorize 
me to proceed with the development of Site C-2 as recommended 
by the Advisory Committee if you don’t accept my first two 
recommendations.

7. Transmission and distribution lines, pipelines, and structures of 
public utility companies whose principal function is to serve the 
research park. 


8. Fire, police, and ambulance stations; other public buildings. 
Permitted Accessory Uses 


1. Technical and business schools; recreation facilities, both 
indoor and outdoor. 


2. Any use incidental to and in support of permitted uses, provided 
such use shail be located on the lot of the principal use which it 
serves; shall be conducted primarily for the convenience of its own 
employees; shall be wholly within a building; and shall have no 
exterior advertising or display.

A. Submit a site plan to the Planning Division which complies 
with Chapter 1242.05 of the Zoning Ordinance detailing building 
placement, parking layout, vehicular access and landscape 
treatment. Site plan shall make provisions for open space and for 
wildlife habitat areas. 


B. Submit a pre-construction document as required by the 
Public Health Department relative to Pollution Incident Prevention 
Pian (PIPP) and chemical storage facilities.

D. Submit an environmental assessment if required by the 
City of Lansing. If the assessment finds that the proposed 
development will significantly impact the environment, an 
Environmental Impact Statement will be required. 


E. Any other requirements as deemed necessary by the City 
of Lansing to include verification of all necessary utility services 
prior to the issuance of building permits. 


site Development Performance Standards 


1. All development proposed for the University Corporate 
Research Park must initially meet the site development standards 
as identified in the “Declaration of Uses and Restrictions” as 
adopted by the MSU Foundation. 


2. The following must be submitted, reviewed and approved prior 
to the issuance of building permits by the City of Lansing. 


A. Submit a site plan to the Planning Division which complies 
with Chapter 1242.05 of the Zoning Ordinance detailing building 
placement, parking layout, vehicular access and landscape 
treatment. Site plan shall make provisions for open space and for 
wildlife habitat areas. 


B. Preliminary Plans showing public improvements shall be 
submitted to the City of Lansing’s Public Service Department for 
review and comment on its compliance with minimum design and 
construction standards on internal streets, sidewalks, etc. as 
outlined in Chapter 1236 of the Subdivision Design Standards. 


C. Minimum setback requirements for buildings shall meet 
the requirements as outlined in the “Declaration of Uses and 
Restrictions” agreement.

2. Pre-application Conference 


The preapplication conference will be based on the written 
submission from the MSU Foundation and the prospective tenant. 
The City of Lansing will convene the preapplication conference 
with the developer, the MSU Foundation, and the Planning Division 
to determine if the development meets preliminary requirements 
as set forth by the City of Lansing’s “Special Land Use Conditions 
of Approval for the UCRP.” Basic site plan requirements, 
_ preliminary features of the site, and the proposed development and 
the phasing of development will then be discussed if it can 
substantially demonstrated that it will meet the SLU conditions. 


3. Final Application Conference 


The City of Lansing shall convene a final application conference 
for the purpose of issuing building permits subject to the Special 
Land Use Conditions of Approval, as adopted by the City Council. 


Ten copies of the preliminary site plan showing the general layout 
of the development within the Research Park, the existing and 
proposed utilities to service the development and any other 
information required from the Preapplication Conference shall be 
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submitted to the Planning Division which will then circulate them to 
the Development Review Team which may consist of staff from the 
following: 


—Planning Division 

—Building Safety Division 

—Public Service Department 

—Engineering Division 

—Transportation 

—Fire Marshal 

Other public reviewing agencies as identified. 


The Development Review Team shall meet to evaluate the 
complete site plan, building plans, and any other required 
information (e.g., environmental assessment, approvals from DNR, 
EPA, etc.). 


Comments from the Development Review Team shall then be 
forwarded to the developer and the MSU Foundation. 


4. Issuance of Permits. 


Building permits shall be submitted subject to the Special Land 
Use Conditions of Approval and any required permits as identified 
by the Department of Natural Resources, the Environmental 
Protection Agency, the Public Service Department, etc. 


5. An ongoing review process will be in place to ensure that these 
conditions of approval are met. If found not to be in compliance, the 
City of Lansing reserves the right to revoke the permit or any 
portion of the permit, after due process, if it finds the conditions of 
approval are not being met for the entire research park or a portion 
of the research park. 


These conditions shall not repeal, abrogate, annul, or in any way 
impair or interfere witn existing provisions of other laws, 
ordinances or regulations, or with private restrictions placed upon 
property by deed, covenant or other private agreement, or with 
restrictive convenants running with the land to which the City is a 
party. Where these Special Land Use conditions of approval 
impose a greater restriction upon the University Corporate 
Research Park than is imposed or required by such existing 
provision of law, ordinance, contract or deed, these Special Land 
Use conditions shall control. 


These Special Land Use conditions of approval are herein enacted 
pursuant to Chapter 1281.03(a-d) of the City of Lansing’s Zoning 
Ordinance—“Conditions of Approval” —for Special Land Use 
permits.

6) The Committee was satisfied, based on testimony and 
evidence, that the essential public facilities and services are 
adequate for this site and the proposed use of the land.

BEEN DESIGNATED ASA SCENIC CORRIDOR, THE PROPERTY 
OWNERS OF RECORD IN THE ASSESSOR'S OFFICE OF 
FIFTY-ONE (51%) PERCENT OR MORE OF THE LINEAL 
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FOOTAGE ALONG THE SCENIC CORRIDOR, OR FIFTY-ONE 
(51%) PERCENT OF THE PROPERTY OWNERS OF RECORD IN

This letter and attachments are being filed with the City Clerk as 
required in Article 5. Chapter 2. Section 5-205.2 of the City Charter 
regarding changes in rate structures and other charges. 


The Board of Water and Light’s current water rate schedules (Nos. 
1.2.3, and 4) were adopted October 28, 1986 and became 
effective November 12, 1986. These rates have been in effect for 
34 months and are not providing sufficient revenue to finance 
water system operations. 


To provide revenues necessary for financially sound operations, 
the members of the Board have under consideration new water 
rate schedules. A public hearing is scheduled for Tuesday, 
November 14, 1989, at 5:30 p.m., in the Board of Water and Light 
Office building, 123 West Ottawa Street, to provide for public inpuf 
on this matter. 


The proposed water rates and fire protection charges, will produce 
approximately $984,167 of additional annual revenue the first year 
and $703,599 the second year. This amounts to an overall billed 
revenue increase of approximately 7.6% and 5.4% respectively. 
The anticipated effective date of the proposed water rate 
schedules is January 1, 1990. 


Attachment A presents the proposed water rate schedules and 
Attachment B presents the current water rate schedules. 


The proposed rates recognize four customer classes: (1) Rate 1 for 
all residential water service, (2) Rate 2 for all general service water, 
(3) Rate 3 for all new service connections, and (4) Rate 4 for fire 
protection customers. The average residential rate increase will be 
approximately 9.0% the first year and 6.4% the second year. The 
average general service rate increase will be approximately 4.9% 
the first year and 4.6% the second year. 


System connection fees and service installation charges in Rate 3 
will apply to all service connections made after the effective date. 


Fire service customers will experience an average rate increase of 
1.2%. Fire hydrant charges will increase 24.4%. 


Attachment C is a comparison of the current water rates and the 
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proposed water rates for residential and general service 
customers. 


Attachment D is a copy of the Committee of the Whole Report and 
recommendation to the Board regarding the increase in water 
rates.

As in past years, Lansing will receive $500,000 in State “Equity” 
funds. | previously sent you (and many others) a letter asking for 
suggestions regarding these funds and included in that letter a 
copy of the “Equity” legislation. 
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This year | received more than $1 million in requests. All the 
requests were for good projects; thus, my recommendation was a 
difficult one to make. Obviously, | could not recommend funding for 
each project. 


In general, | have recommended funding for projects that best fit 
the intent of the legislation—that is, for projects that will assist to 
build our tourism and cultural level. Following an intent of the 
legislation, | also have emphasized capital improvements projects. 


As | have previously, | thank leaders in State government— 
especially local Legislators in making these funds available to 
Lansing. 


| have prepared a file that contains each request or suggestion and 
given it to Council. | have another such file in my office which is 
available for copy or inspection by any interested person.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED the Lansing City Council 
hereby determines that increasing the supply of short-term client 
and shopper parking shall be a priority of the Municipal Parking 
System; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED the Administration and/or Lansing 
Building Authority is authorized to proceed immediately with 
acquisition of properties for the purpose of construction of one or 
more temporary parking shuttle lots at locations other than the 
Diamond Reo site;

Lansing Building Authority is requested to construct and operate 
on the acquired properties shuttle lot(s) in cooperation with CATA 
for a period up to a maximum of three (3) years;

1. The Administration shall strive to achieve a goal of 45 percent 
of the total ramp spaces in the existing downtown ramps for 
hourly customers;

b. Allocate the most convenient (premium) spaces within the 
downtown ramps to hourly parking to better meet the needs 
of short-term customers.

c. Procure any necessary equipment, and add appropriate 
additional enforcement to ensure that the identified 
premium spaces within the ramps are available to serve 
short-term customer parking needs; 


2. Separate monthly and short-term parking areas within the 
ramps through use of a “cluster parking’ system (a system of 
gates, card-readers, and microcomputer technology to 
segregate hourly operations from monthly permit operations); 


3. Retain a public relations consultant to develop and implement 
a positive marketing campaign informing the public of the 
availability of short-term parking within the core of the 
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business district of downtown. The appropriation of monies for 
the public relations consultant shall be reviewed as part of the 
annual budget process; 


BEIT FURTHER RESOLVED that the greatest and most immediate 
need is surface parking; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that it appears the least amount of 
environmental contamination problems exist in properties located 
in the following areas: between Cedar and Larch Streets, and from 
the alley south of Michigan Avenue up to Anderson Court North of 
Michigan Avenue.

Building Authority is authorized to acquire: 


1. All non-City owned properties in the blocks bounded by

1290.01 DEFINITIONS. 
As used in this chapter: 
(a) “Adjacent” means contiguous to, abutting or directly across a 
public street or alley from the subject property. However, if a public 
right of way is 100 feet in width or greater, or the right of way is the 
Grand River, then such property across the right of way shall not be 
considered adjacent. 
(b) “Berm” means an earthen mound containing plant materials 
or fencing designed to separate one area from another in an 
aesthetically pleasing manner. 
(c) “Buffer” means a physical area that separates one land use 
from another. Such area could be landscaped with plants and 
could also contain a berm, fence or other screening material. 
(d) “Contiguous” means having a common border; adjacent. 
(e) “Fence” means any wall (except a retaining wall), screen, 
partition or similar structure existing on a yard or parcel of land, 
which structure encloses land, divides land into distinct portions, 
separates contiguous properties, obstructs the passage of light or 
air into adjacent land or obstructs the vision of motorists on or near 
public roads. Barbed wire shall not be considered part of a fence 
for purposes of determing the height thereof. 
(f) ‘Intensity of land use” means the amount of activity 
associated with a specific land use. Intensity of land use shall be 
determined by the Department of Planning and Municipal 
Development based on the following criteria: 


(1) Amount of vehicular traffic generated; 
(2) Amount of pedestrian traffic generated: 
(3) Noise, odor and air pollution generated: 
(4) Potential for litter; 
(5) Type and storage of materials connected with the operation; 
(6) Total residential units and density, where applicable; and 
(7) Total building coverage on the parcel. 
However, intensity of land use shall not be considered except 
when a permit permit is required. 


(9) “Landscaping” means an arrangement of elements, such as _ 
plants, paving materials, earth, land areas and fencing or — 
screening, on the exterior edges of property for aesthetic and 


functional purposes. 

(h) “Nonresidential use” means any use not a residential use. 
(i) “Residential use’ means any land use which is primarily 
utilized by a person for living quarters. “Residential use” includes, 
but is not limited to, single-family dwellings, multi-family dwellings, 
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dormitories, rooming houses or foster care facilities. 
(i) “Screen” means fence, landscaping, berm or combination 
thereof that obscures the view from one site to another toa 
reasonable extent. 
(k) “Use” means the carrying on of activities in a building or ona 
parcel of land. “Use” includes, but is not limited to, a business, 
office, industry, residence or parking or storage area. (Ord. 548. 
Passed 12-17-79). 
1290.02 PURPOSE. 
The purposes of this chapter are to: 
(a) Provide a better living environment by visually enhancing the 
physical impact of buildings and their parking areas and reduce 
negative impacts on adjacent land uses through the use of various 
buffering, landscaping and fencing techniques; and 
(b) Ensure that physical barriers are established between 
residential uses, nonresidential uses or any combination thereof. 
The function of such barriers is to: 

(1) Protect property values of both residential and nonresi- 
dential land uses; 

(2) Minimize apparent or potential conflicts between residential 
and nonresidential land uses; and 

(3) Create a better living and business environment through the 
maintenance of privacy by the provision of adequate landscape, 
screening and buffering treatment between the adjacent land 
uses.

1290.03 RESPONSIBILITIES OF OWNERS; PLANS REQUIRED. 
(a) Rezoning Requests. Where a rezoning request is approved 
and a landscape, screening and buffering plan is required under 
this section, the owner of the rezoned parcel will be required to 
submit a landscape, screening and buffering plan for the rezoned 
parcel prior to the issuance of a building permit or prior to the use of 
such land. 
(b) Nonresidential Uses Next to Existing Residential Uses. 
Landscaping, screening and buffering shall be provided at the sole 
expense of the owner of a nonresidential property when a 
nonresidential use is established adjacent or continguous to an 
already existing residential use and a building permit is required. 
However, if an industrial use that is zoned H Light Industrial District 
or | Heavy Industrial District is established next to a residential use, 
landscaping, screening and buffering shall not be required. 
(c) Nonowner-Occupied Residential Uses Nextto Existing 
Nonresidential Uses. Landscaping, screening and buffering shall 
be provided at the sole expense of the developer or owner of a 
residential property when a nonowner-occupied residential use is 
established abutting an existing nonresidential use and a building 
permit is required. 
(d) Expansion of Nonresidential Uses Adjacent to Residential 
Uses. If the owner of an existing nonresidential use that is adjacent 
to an existing residential use desires to expand or to increase the 
intensity of such nonresidential use, and where a building permit is 
required, a condition for issuance of the building permit shall be the 
provision of a landscape, screening and buffering plan between 
the nonresidential use and the existing residential use. 


(e) Expansion of Nonowner-Occupied Residential Uses — 


Adjacent to Nonresidential Uses. If the owner of a nonowner- 
occupied residential use adJacent to an already existing 
nonresidential use desires to expand or to increase the intensity of 
the use, a condition for the issuance of a building permit shall be 
the provision of a landscape, screening and buffering plan. 

(f) Establishment or Expansion of Public or Private Land Uses. 
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If a public or private land use locates or expands in an area, 
creating a more intense relationship with adjacent land uses, a 
landscape, screening and buffering plan shall be required and 
shall be the responsibility of the owner of the public or private land 
use that is locating or expanding in the area. However, this 
subsection shall not apply to industrially zoned property (H and | 
Districts) which is surrounded by other industrially zoned property. 
Due to the special nature of public parks and public schools, this 
subsection shall only apply to the parking and service areas of 
such uses.

1290.06 CONTENTS OF PLANS. 

Landscape, screening and buffering plans shall be prepared in the 
following manner: 

(a) Alegend and title block, specifying the scale used, identifying 
north, specifying the name and address of the site, indicating the 
date drawn, specifying the name and address of the property 
owner and the person who prepared the plan, shall be shown. It is 
suggested that the scale of the plan should be one inch equals 
twenty feet. If the site is larger than twenty acres, the suggested 
scale should be one inch equals fifty feet. 

(b) Accurate locations and dimensions of all buildings, lot lines, 
easements and right of ways on the subject lot and adjacent 
residential or nonresidential lots shall be shown. 

(c) Accurate locations and dimensions of all driveways, 
maneuvering aisles, parking spaces and loading facilities on the 
subject lot shall be shown.

(f) Four copies of the plan shall be submitted. 

(g) Topographic contour may be required to be given at two-foot 
intervals if a drainage problem is anticipated. 

(h) The location and type of all lighting materials shall be’shown 
on the plan.

1290.07 TIME SCHEDULE FOR IMPLEMENTATION.

not later than ninety days after the issuance of an occupancy 
permit. An inspector from the Department of Planning and 
Municipal Development shall inspect the subject property at the 
end of the ninety-day period and determine if the approved 
landscape, screening and buffering plan has been properly 
implemented.

1290.08 DESIGN REGULATIONS. 

Landscape, screening and buffering plans shall be governed by 
the following regulations: 

(a) Fencing. 

(1) Obstructing motorist and pedestrian vision. No fence shall 
be erected or maintained which materially obstructs the vision of 
motorists or pedestrians on adjacent streets or entering into 
adjacent streets. Fences subject to this chapter may be erected at 
any mechanically or electronically controlled intersection only with 
the written approval of both the Department of Planning and 
Municipal Development and the Department of Public Service. 

(2) Height limits. No fence shall be constructed under this 
subsection, which fence is less than five feet nor more than ten feet 
in height, except as specified in this subsection, as follows: 

A. Corner lots. No fence shall be erected or maintained at any 
height above three feet within the triangular area bounded by the 
property lines of the corner lot nearest the intersection of the 
adjacent streets and a line joining points on the property lines 
twenty-five feet from the point of intersection of the property lines. 
(See Sketch 1, Appendix IV, following the text of this Zoning Code.) 
The height limit for this subsection shall be. measured from the 
lowest centerline elevation within fifty feet of the intersection of the 
centerline of the street. (See Sketch 2, Appendix IV, following the 
text of this Zoning Code.) This height requirement can be waived in 
part or in whole at any mechanically or electronically controlled 
intersection only upon the written approval of both the Department 
of Planning and Municipal Development and the Department of 
Public Service. Any decision to waive such requirement by the 
Department of Planning and Municipal Development and the 
Department of Public Service shall be based on safety and 
reasonableness. 

B. Driveways. No fence shall be erected or maintained at any 
height above three feet within either of the triangular areas 
bounded by the property line closest to and running parallel to the 
streets, and a straight line joining a point on the property line ten 
feet from the driveway side line and a point on the driveway side 
line six feet from the edge of a sidewalk which parallels the street, if 
any, or fifteen feet from the curb line, whichever is a greater 


distance from the street. (See Sketch 3, Appendix IV, following the - 


text of this Zoning Code.) 

C. Exceptions. Any fence within any of the triangular areas 
established herein may be erected or maintained at a height above 
three feet only if the fence meets the following requirements: 

1. The fence within the triangular area consists of at least 
seventy-five percent open space uniformly distributed along its 
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surface above a height of three feet. 
2. Vision through the fence is not obstructed from any angle 
SO as to obstruct the view of traffic on adjacent roads, or that of 
pedestrian traffic on adjacent sidewalks. 
(3) Materials. . 

A. Fences constructed under this chapter shall be con- 
structed of one or more of the following materials: Chain link, wood, 
brick, poured concrete or any other material that is approved by the 
Department of Planning and Municipal Development. 


B. For all fences under eight feet in eight and for all fences, — 


regardless of height, which are less than thirty feet from a 
neighboring parcel of land which is being used residentially, 
barbed wire on fences may be utilized only upon the written request 
of the applicant and written approval by the Department. Approval 
of such request shall be based on demonstrated need, safety and 
reasonableness. For all fences eight feet in height and thirty feet or 
more away from a neighboring parcel of land which is being used 
residentially, barbed wire on fences shall be allowed without prior 
approval of the Department. Under no circumstances will any 
fence six feet in height or less be permitted to use barbed wire. 
Barbed wire shall not extend more than three vertical feet above 
the top of the fence. 
(b) Berms. If earth berms are to be constructed, they shall havea 
maximum slope of 3:1 and shall be sodded or seeded or utilize 
other ground cover. Berm height, width, location and materials 
must be approved by the Department. 
(c) Landscaping Materials Utilized for Screening Purposes. 

(1) Plants shall be planted on the site in such a manner that the 
potential adverse impact of the specified use is minimized. 

(2) All plants shall be approved by the Department as to their 
type, size at original planting and final size, which approval shall not 
be unreasonably withheld. 


(3) When a use is established under Section 1290.03, the _ 


required landscape, screening and buffering plan shall include 
provisions for the landscaping and screening of off-street parking 
areas. The intent of the landscaping and screening of off-street 
parking areas is to screen such areas from adjacent residential 
uses, except when a residential use is zoned industrial, and to 
partially screen the off-street parking from any public right-of-way. 
(4) Nonplant landscaping materials may be utilized in conjunc- 
tion with plants to create posive impacts. However, any use of 
nonplant landscape materials shall be first approved by the 
Department. 
(d) Buffering. As a general rule, buffering shall be a minimum 
width of five feet, but inno case shall it exceed twenty feet in width. 
The determination of the actual width of the buffering necessary at 
a specific site shall be made by the Department. In no case shall 
such buffering preclude the reasonable use of the property. If a 
developer is not in agreement with the decision of the Department 
concerning buffering, he or she may request an appeal from the 
Board of Zoning Appeals. 
(e) Screening of Trash Receptacles. Trash receptacles may be 
required to be screened from view by a fence, landscaping 
_ materials or some other method approved by the Department. 
However, this provision shall apply only if a building permit is 
_ required for the development of the property.

1290.09 MAINTENANCE REQUIREMENTS. 
Requirements of an approved landscape, screening and buffering 
plan shail remain in force, unless written revision is approved by 
the Department of Planning and Municipal Development. No 
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owner, occupant, agent in charge or developer shall keep or 
maintain any landscaping, screening and buffering in any manner 
which is unsafe or dangerous or which is not maintained as 
provided in this section. 

(a) Fencing. Fencing shall be considered unsafe or dangerous or 
not maintained: 

(1) Whenever more than thirty-three percent of the area of a 
painted fence is in need of paint or thirty-three percent of any fence 
is in need of nonstructural repair; 

(2) Whenever any portion of the fence area has been damaged 
by wind, flood, fire or other cause in such a manner that structural 
strength or stability is appreciably less than it was previous to such 
event; 

(3) Whenever any portion or structural member of the fence is 
likely to fall or to become detached or dislodged, or to collapse and 
thereby injure persons or damage property; or 

(4) Whenever more than ten percent of the fence area is in need 
of structural repair. ; 

(b) Landscaping. The landscaping shown on the approved 
landscape, screening and buffering plan shall be maintained in the 
following manner: 

(1) Any plants in the approved plan that die shall be replaced 
within a reasonable time, but in no case shall such time exceed 
four months. The replacement plants shall meet the purpose of the 
original specifications of an approved landscape, screening and 
buffering plan. 

(2) Plants shall be kept pruned and maintained so as to promote 
proper growth and development. 

(3) Weeds shall be kept under control. 

(c) Buffer Strips. Buffer strips shall be properly maintained 
according to the types of materials utilized. Cover materials shall 


be maintained in a manner as specified at the time of the plan’s 


approval. 

No buildings or parking or storage of materials or vehicles shall be 
allowed in any designated buffer strips, unless approved by the 
Department of Planning and Municipal Development.

1290.10 IMPROPER MAINTENANCE: REMEDIES. 

Upon determining that a landscaping, screening or buffering area 
is a health or safety hazard, is improperly maintained or has not 
been installed as required, the Department of Planning and 
Municipal Development shall proceed in the following manner: 
(a) The Department shall notify the property owner, in writing, of 
the problem by certified mail, return receipt requested, or, if 
possible, by delivering it in person. The property owner shall be 
given fourteen days to correct the identified problem. 

(b) Ifthe problem still exists after fourteen days, the Department 
shall post the property as being in violation of this chapter. A 
certified letter, return receipt requested, shall also be sent to the 
property owner notifying the owner of the problem and of the 
actions necessary to correct the hazard and what the City will do if 
it is not corrected by a certain date.

(c) The Department shall reinspect the property after thirty days 
or atthe end of an approvedtime schedule.

Please be advised that | met with General Mathieu of the Michigan 
Army National Guard in reference to the closure of Horton Street 
and Elvin Court. Mr. James Foulds, Planning Division, Mr. Howard 
McCaffery and Mr. Ray Severy, of the Public Service Department, 
were in attendance at said meeting. 


General Mathieu explained the reasons for said closure as follows: 
(1) citizen complaints received by their office of cut through traffic; 
(2) speeding of vehicles on the private drive; (3) property damages 
caused by vehicles on National Guard property; (4) vehicle 
accidents on National Guard property; (5) potential of personal 
injury to children playing in the private drive and/or crossing the 
private drive; and (6) the 1 egal liability for the above. 


He stated he met with the residents of Horton Street and Elvin Court 
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on Monday, October 2, 1989, from 7:00 P.M. until 9:30 P.M. and 
discussed the closure with the residents in attendance. (See 
attached list). 


The closure of the streets took place after the above meeting. Per 
communications with General Mathieu and Mrs. Piper Fountain, 
219 Horton St. who organized the meeting, the majority of the 
residents of Horton Street were opposed to the closure, and the 
residents on Elvin Court were split on the decision by the National 
Guard to close the streets. 


Since the closure, General Mathieu has relocated the gate on 
Horton Street to provide improved ingress and egress to the 
residential driveway immediately south of the gate installation. In 
addition, he has provided keys to the Public Service Department, 
Operations and Maintenance Division, for ingress and egress for 
the refuse and snow removal trucks. 


General Mathieu stated he is willing to work cooperatively with the 
City of Lansing to find an alternate solution to the problem, other
